It Is argued by the repr«- 
wnbitlvvsof the printer- that umter exi.-tiug 
lu-.vsan American auihor who de-irv* to 
copyright a book in England i« required to 
have the type-svttiii” ami all the work neces¬ 
sary fur its production done in that country.

CONGRESSMAN WISH, OF VIRGINIA, REVISES 
A FiUttJO-V OF HIS TESTIMONY—MuiUS WIT- 
NESSKS, BUT NO NEW DEVE UO FMENTS. 
WashINOTON, March 4.—Before thu Dan¬ 
ville commits thi* morning. Representa¬ 
tive John 8. UTm?, of Virginia, a-ked and 
received con-ent to correct hi* tewlituony. 
Follow tag Ik the official r»»port of the remark 
of Wise, uot revbod: “The fact that I agree 
with them politically, does not uieau that 1 
invito them to my house, i could not do 
.moh a thing in Virginia and maintain any 
social standing. There is uo such condition 
there. Black member* ol the Legislature 
have come to consult rne a* to politic* and 
they go to tuy kitchen and scud up the tues* 
Aage aud I go to the backyard and sea 
mem." With the rovUioa it in as follow*: 
“Tue fact mat 1 agree with them politically 
doc* not mean that 1 invite them to my 
House socially.

You 
w ould have thought that, being a member of 
tho legislature, he would have gone to the 
lront-door, but be went to the kitchen, hti 
mother l> tag cook, and .sent up hi* message, 
and I Went to the bock-yard."

Cuarie* Wooding, colored, wiu told that 
the Democrats were going to carry the elec¬ 
tion, any way, if they had to kill the last 
d—<1 nigger in the couuty.

For any in¬ 
fringement of this copyright, thu party in¬ 
jured may sue in any court of 
competent jurisdiction and recover 
in any proper action the damage# 
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juriained by him from th© t*reon making the 
infringement, together with the coste of stills. 
The eight hours is tb© correct limit, and not 
forty-eight hours a*. previously reported in 
connection with this measure.

Graham to have tbe troops embark at Trmk- 
itiit and return toSuakim, as tbe latter place 
is the beM bas© for operations against Osman 
Digma. Gen. Graham, leaving a battalion 
to garrison Fort Baker, will order the tnx>p* 
to embark Thursday. 1 he operations against 
Osman Digma will not extend beyond 
Tatnaieb. The British Minister at Cairo 
advices the Government to fix the limit of 
action of the troops on the Red sea at Litto¬ 
ral, teu miles from the coast. 

Gen. Graham telegraphs that tbe remains 
of Cnmtiiandei Moncneff, British Consul at 
Sunkim. killed by tbe rebels near Tokar, In 
November last, have been recovered and in¬ 
terred. Gen. Graham will concentrate bw 
forces nt Trinkitat to-morrow. He is now 
on the way to Trinkitat. 


GREAT BRITAIN. 

THE STATEMENT OK NELLIS, THE INFORMER,

Four other servants 
bore aucient fans of ostrich feathers. The 
Pope looked feeble nnd aged. Ho entered tho 
chapel with ail tho Papal pomp ami cere- 
mouy. Tho prucecdou along ? ho majestic 
corridor* and salons was head -d by a group 
of guard nobles in scmi-medi.wal costume. 
Then came the Papal procession proper, tbe 
Cardinals first, two by two, their crimson 
trains bring held by gentlemen page* clad 
in blnck velvet tunics with puffed sleeves, 
terminating with white lace cuffs. After 
the Cardinals came ihe Patriarchs, Arch¬ 
bishops, Bishops and Monsignori in regular 
order, two by two, and wearing tbrir robe* 
of purple. After these came deacon*, doc¬ 
tors. priests, monks and friars of all degrees, 
nnd then th© Po|»e. Not an order or brother¬ 
hood type of the Church’s organization was 
without representtinm. Alter tue church 
dignitaries came tbe mem burs of the Diplo¬ 
matic Corps, tuen ladies nnd friends.

The Upper House ol the Virginia LreUtafure 

rassrs the II# 11 Relating to Federal Interfer¬ 
ence In Elrrlintn. 

Richmond, Va., March 4.— Tho bill in re¬ 
lation to Federal interference in elections 
passed the Senate—yeas, 10; nays, 10. It 
was a *trict party vote, the Democrat* vot¬ 
ing in the affirmative. Tbe bill provides 
that whenever the judge* of elections be 
arrested by United Slates officers they shall 
either close the polls, canvass tho vote and 
make their returns or swear in substitute*. 
Tbe bill to provide for adjusting with West 
Virginia tbe proportion of the State debt 
proper to be born© by West Virginia was bi¬ 
det.nitely postponed. This is equivaLut to 
a final dismissal. 

THE MASSACHUSETTS LEGISLATURE.

ENDING HIS PASTORATE. 


Dr. T. 0 Keen Eii-1« a 8 *rvie* of Twenty Years as 
ttbiar of tb* Honkiasriilo Bspliit 
Cnarch by Resigning. 


AN IMPRESSIVE SCENE. 


• Cor norlandcnee of the Courier-Journal.) 

Hopkinsville, March 3—The resigna¬ 
tion of so dbtingmahed a clergyman as Dr. 
T. G. Keen, of the Baptist church of Iht* 
city, where be has officiated N>r twenty 
years is an event of public interest. He has 
been a ch uce spirit of the order, a welcome 
guest in every pulpit. He has preached dedi¬ 
cation sermons from the stately Broadway 
Baptist church of Louisville to the humbler 
village sanclury, always with taWit, oval 
and effect. Hi* withdrawal from service on 
account of years aud public health will ex¬ 
cite general regret. A sketch of tbe church 
aud its pastor, with an account of the resig¬ 
nation services, will be read with interest. 

Hopkinsville Bi.pt 1 st church ba« long held 
a high rank iu tbui denomination for intelli¬ 
gence, wealth aud energy. Beginning with 
its pioneer, Elder Jes^e Payne, in 1818, with 
one colored nud nine white members, it has 
l#©en served for sixty-five years by some of 
the ablest of the order: Tandv, Warfield, 
Kuthot ford of Scotland, Pendleton, Hub¬ 
bard. Auderson t Baker of England, Sears 
and Keen, ten knights of tbe Grow valiant 
and stalwart as Bunyan's Great-Heart; all 
men uf worth aud intent; some of them ad- 
mired as shining lights in th© Southwest. 
Tueir manly vigor and apostolic fervor se¬ 
cured thorn aitootive hearing in the olden 
anu goldtm days when they held pioneer ser¬ 
vices in log cabins on the wild-flowarod and 
M raw berry-car iw;t*d prairies of Christian. 
To-day a congregation of several hundred 
memLars, after large depletion by immigra¬ 
tion, meets m a commodious aud elegant 
edifice on Main street, furnished with ail the 
comforts and appointment* of modern 
churches. 

TIIE MODERN CHCCH. 

The Hopkinsville Baptist church, now in 
its sixty-sixth year, ha* at present a mem¬ 
bership of 300, and worships in one of tho 
handsomoet and most commodious edifices in 
this part of Kentucky. It has b©eu th© 
*cene of many highly interesting meetings, 
but no uccasion bu» ever gathered w ithin its 
walls a larger or more deeply interested 
uimieuc© than that which assembled from ail 
parts of th* town and couutrv to 
witness the public severing of Dr. Keen’s 
pastoral connection with his congrega¬ 
tion. Advancing y©ars and impaired health 
admonished him »onie time since that it wns 
time ior him to re*>t from bis unbroken pas¬ 
toral work of forty-nine years. Ho nnd 
twice served fb© Hopkinsville church, first 
iroin 1K41 to 1845, and again from l**d4 to 
1884, winning an appreciation and esteem 
iu his congregation an 1 outride of it accord¬ 
ed to comparatively few meu iu any public 
station. 

Dr. Keen was Urn in Philadelphia No¬ 
vember 4, 1815. and was educated at Hamil¬ 
ton Literary and Theological Institute, now 
Mod icon University; ordained in 184Uin th© 
Fire Baptist Church of Nashville: came to 
Hopkinsville 1841: removed 1845, and 
preached for several years in Maysvilte and 
Louisville, anti went to Mobil© Mil, where 
he preached for seven years; h© next was 
railed to th© First Baptist Cburcli of Peters- 
b’jrg, Va., where h« served for nm© 
years, ami than removed to Hopkins- 
ViHs, where be ha- preached with emi¬ 
nent success for twenty years. It was 
during his pastorot© tnat th© present church 
edifice w as tirstfcuuslructed and recently re¬ 
modeled. Large and attentive audiono** 
have filled its pews, to listen to th© lucid, 
strong and riraple discourses of one who was 
not only a close student of the scriptures, 
but a vigilant observer of th© men and ©vents 
uf the day. Of him it may be said in th© 
words of Goldsmith: 

“In hfs duty prompt at every cnll 
11 © n atchrd, be wept, he felt and prayed for all; 
He tried eacn art. reproved each dud delay 
Allowed to brighter worlds, and led th© way." 

THE MANS MEETING 

which gathered in tb* church at 7 o’clock 
last evening to witness th© pastoral resigna¬ 
tion wo* n grand popular demonstration; 
a spontaneous tribute of respect at one© 
widespread and heartfelt. Here, in truth, 
“the hoary head was a crown of honor. ” for 
daring a twenty years’ pastor at© it had been 
found in the way of righteousness. Service* 
were su«-pended in all the church©* and th© 
i>eopie came to exchange a tender adieu. 
Tho crowd poured in until, long be¬ 
fore the appoiuted time, every avail¬ 
able fuot ot spue© was crowded with 
an Audteuce whose faces were shadowed by 
a solemn *©nse of personal bereavement. 
Representatives of all profession* and call¬ 
ings were there, glad to answer tho call of 
that Christian love whose pure white flamo 
warms tiie human heart more quickly than 
a 1 t hesparkimg eloquence of men. 

7!» chanced was handsomely decorated 
with .-©fid tropical bouquets I eueatn tu© 
overhanging leg# u 1 of tiie arch, **Une L#ird, 
On* Faith; on© Baptism." Ou the platform 
sat the venerable 1* utber Bottoinly, of th© 
Methodist enurch; I)r. Baker, of the Rus¬ 
sellville Baptist church; Rev. R. H. Coul¬ 
ter, of the Assembly: Rov. J. C. Ta;e. of 
the Southern Assembly Presbyterian church, 
#d Hopkinsville, aud President Rust, of 
Bethel 1‘ViunJc College. Elder Stanly, of 
the Uhririinn churcu. Barrow ai d Royal, 
•ff Garrettsburg; Lockott, of Henderson, 
nnd Peay, of Pembroke, wer© iu tho audi¬ 
ence. 

The service* o|M*n«*d with a voluntarv, 
‘•Rock of Ages,” by Mrs. H. B. Garner in 
superb strl©, assisted by the choir; followed 
by the reading of the 103d Psalm, and pray¬ 
er by Rev. R. H. Coulter. An admirable 
history of Hopkinsville eburcu was read by 
Prof. John Rust, followed by tue stirring 
hymn, “flio Home Over There." 

TheJiouso was hushed in profound stillness 
a.« the tt.e i pjstor, now about to discharge 
his last official duty, and evidently deeply 
affected, cam© forward U> make a farewell 
address, which occupied an hour in delivery, 
and of which the following is a brief ab¬ 
stract: 

DB. KEEN’S ADDRESS. 

Dr. Keen said tliat when he began his sec¬ 
ond uaM.tratein Hopkinsville church, March, 
18**4, th© land was convuKed by civil war, 
and division hud rent tb© chtirohes. Families 
were sundered and brother arrayed agaiu*t. 
brother. The destiny of the nation hung in 
a balance aud th© best and stoutest heart-* 
were appalled at the scene. The words of 
Paul, when ho entered on his work among a 
sorelv divided people, suggested a flt text for 
mv first Nermon and rule of future action: 
“1 determined to know nothing among you 
save Je^us Uhrist and Hitn crucified.” A 
minister Is generally safe who takes thi* 
'lauding nil© of conduct. He will have th© 
support of good meu, the sympathy ot his 
Master and his owu self-respect. Like tbo 
Apostle, he should make all other purpose* 
subordinate to this. 

The Cro*«! it take* my guilt **ay; 

U holds thr fainting spirit up; 

It cheers with hope the gloomy day 

And atrecienj* every hitler cup. 

Tbe beginning and close of a pastorate are 
Ihe most solemn events of a min inter’s life. 
His raapoBfcibihty, alwnvs mighty, s-j*ems 
/.reater on leaviiu an old field of work or 
entering a n©w ou#. Profound ©motion* 
thrill hi* heart, tie is impatient to know 
w imt lie* before him. Imagination sketches 
tunnv airy castle* and many a beautiful pic¬ 
ture. which shall vanish as he woven on in 
hia grnvo work. The young man exclude* 
all dark shadows from his Imagining*. Ho 
thinks oaly ol services, when he will mingle 
with congenial spirits, of the intercutiree 
with delightful fnumbs, of hearts gladdened 
by hi» divine message. U’uu bun 
who has trudged on the roatl, 
stern ex|»erienc©, too, often disripates 
these reverie-, and the *oul disciplined by 
sorrow sees tnat life, like a landscape, has 
it« thorns as well a* flowers and its cloud* 
and storm* a* well as its sunshine and calm. 

To be separated from friends for a httl© 
while is not nlways pleasant. But when 
the union nos been long and pleasant a final 
separation is full of midm**. Tbe bond be¬ 
tween a pa*t<ir and his people is one of 
peculiar nffec’ion. To-night the recollec¬ 
tions of the past crowd thickly upon us. Had 
ami joyful occurrences ns© up in review. 
The tender social relations, tn© high and 
holy service* of the sanctuary, tb© remem¬ 
brance of duties performed or neglect, of 
vows broken or fuJfilled, all pass m solemn 
procession in the parting hour. In this final 
service a text for a formal service would he 
innppronriat*. Th* time for argument is 
pa*t. VV* have rented the ca*e. 

How swiftly hare the twenty years of our 
union, although two-thirds of V generation, 
glided away! A* a falling hotly increase* 
iu* velocity as it nears the earth, so th© near¬ 
er we approach th© goal the swifter appear* 
lire flight af time. 

Yet how full of tremendous changes has 
been the union—changes which hav* worked 


good to tin* church, country, nnd world, 
liod, true to his promise, has made tho wrata 
of nun to prnis© Hun. Never bns the coun¬ 
try shown signs of greater vitality and 
strength than now, or stood higher m the 
scale of nations, respected and honored by 
the wurld. God proclaim* to party strife and 
umd ambition, ‘‘Thus far sbalt tliou go and 
no farther." Long live th© republic as the 
conservator of the highest, civilization, tho 
home of civil and religious liberty and tb© 
purest Christianity. U is our country, one 
and indivisible, c-men ted by th© best blood 
of the best people on th© earth. 

W ithin the.-© twenty years facilities for 
trad© nnd travel have multiplied, all source* 
of knowledge increased and schools estab¬ 
lished. so that tbe children of the poorest 
will all soon bo favored with the means uf 
instruction. Christianity is more deeply in¬ 
trenched in the people's hearts than ever. 
fc* Vu UT conflict and assault has strengthened 
it. The marshaled hosts of God move on¬ 
ward tu tb© world’s conquest. 

Here w* separate; but^ we shall meet 
again, nut in a shifting, changing world, 
but m one where all is permanent. Here wo 
meet in darkness, there in perp#:tual light. 
Here we worship an unseen Saviour by faith; 
there face to face in personal presence. 

My relations w ith the Hopkinsville church 
have been very kind and pleasant, and 
domestic sorrow has made them doubly 
dear. Forty y^nrs ago I entered upon my 
work here without experience, but witn 
oordial friendship. Most of the racrubers 
then living have long <ince entered upon 
their reward above. Not more than Hire.* 
or four of fny first associates here remain. 
Seldom ha* a church been found with an 
ancestry so strong and pure. Here 1 have 
ever fc-lt free to ask for any aid. for it wu* 
ever promptly given, and you watched with 
m * teuderlj* m seasons of sickness. She who 
was the victim of suffering often expressed 
h«?r gratitude to those who ministered by 
night and day, in heat and cold, in rain aud 
storm, with tircle<« love. There lias not 
been a moment when I havb not frit myself 
upheld by svmpntay and love. 

My relations with minuter* of other 
Church©* hav© been uniformly pleasant. We 
hove served 01 m Lord, gotio to one mercy- 
scat, been indebted to the same grace and 
shared largely oue experience; we aspire to 
one destiny, and hop© to join at last iu one 
sanctuary on higtfi The sorest ill that can 
afflict a community 1 * wrangling among 
churche-. Nothing so disturbs tho peace 
of neigbborb'Kfd* and fnmilee. It i> all for¬ 
eign to the Gospel of Joau», and paLled lie 
he hand w-hicli would oast the apple of dis¬ 
cord among churches. 

Whut intercut departed saints of this 
church feel iu our affaire we can uut say; but 
there is nothing in Scripture or philosophy to 
forbid th© idea of their presence among us. 
Th© partition which divide* tiun* and •iterni- 
tv may be *0 thin that those on the other side 
may still hear our voices of prayer and 
prunii>o to God. Could tbev speak, bow 
tuey would exhort u« to be true to th© church 
and continue in unity! He invokod his min¬ 
isterial brethreu to dwell in concord. 

These walls, this pulpit, these pews, 
this touching* scene to-night, shall 
ever he vivid iu memory. They w ill.cheer ami 
sweeten many & lonely ami desponding hour. 
In heaven, w here many who one© worshiped 
here have gone. I hop© to meet yon all. And 
now to tho members of this chtucn, to those 
of other churches whom I have met nt a 
common mercy-seat, aud to the citizens of 
Hopkinsville (ruin whom I have received so 
many evidences of kindness aud regard, 1 
bid a warm and last farewell! 

THE RECEPTION AND RESPONSE. 

The address was heard with unbroken at¬ 
tention, and both speaker and audience 
were deeply affected. At it* close, 
th© choir sr.ng “Sweet Bye-and- 
Bye." and Father Boitomlv. who 
began his ministry in England, 
Oii years since, nnd ha* been laboring iu 
Kentucky for 44 years, in Hopkinsville, 
Louisville and other loading churches, re¬ 
sponded in behnlf of tbe city ministry. 

Dr. Bottomley said he felt thnnkful for 
hi* participation iu this solemn and delight¬ 
ful service. God ha* made the wise coun¬ 
sel* of—not Doctor, but Brother Ket» to¬ 
night—a blesriug to this church, and w© 
sympathize with the congreg ’ion in th© loss 
of so good and able a man. lie could sym¬ 
pathize with hi* brother in his decliuiug 
veara, for lie himself, after a service of <’*J 
year*, was now for six years pn <6 sutieran- 
n uated. 

Min»st©rs*of other churches always felt that. 
Brother Keen was tbeir co-workt-r. He used 
no tricks to excite ih© crowd, liu* truuipvt 
never gave an uncertain sound. Hi* vole 
aim was tu proclaim justification by faith m 
Christ. Brothor Keen had heard three call* 
in bis life-time. The first called him to tb© 
.saviour. Tho second called him to preach 
tiiat Saviour’s gospel. And now in ins old 
age God calls to him a third time: 

“SoULcr of Christ, well done! 

Rest from Uiy loved employ." 

Looking at the bistory of this church I re¬ 
call th© words: “They who turn many to 
righteousness shall shiue as th© stars forever 
and ever." How many hav© feit m tiie pres¬ 
ence of his consL-itent, modest example, ns 
Henry day one© did, when , printing to a 
pious man, on th© *treets of Lexington, b« 
said to a friend; “I never see that man with¬ 
out wishing that I was a Christian!” 

The speaker was followed by Dr. Baker, 
pastor of Russellville Baptist church, who 
said he had left a revival meeting in hi* own 
church to attend this moeting to-night. He 
was deeply agitated as he referred to bis 
early labors with Dr. Keen 40 years ago in 
Western Kentucky. 

Prayer was then offered by Rev. J. C. 
Tate, and tha choir and audience sung tbo 
doxologv. Tho great congregation slowly 
withdrew from a service which it had heard 
for nearly two hour* and a half without any 
sign of weariness. XXX

Jfeaoe Stephans, ft Colored B 37 , Pay* tbe Penalty 
of Murdering in Cold Blood an Aged 
Colored Man 


WHO HAD IMPUGNED H13 HONOR. 


TSto*c/al to the Courier-Journal .1 
West Point, Miss., Morch 4.—In the 
commercial world March tho 4th U a tiny of 
Interest and anxiety; for on this day more 
notes mature and nro payable in bank than 
on any other day in tho whirl and tumult of 
business transaction*, and more men and 
commercial firms hare suspended ou this day. 
gone to protest or out of business life, bank¬ 
rupted or financially ruined than on any 
other day in all the busines* calendar. 

It is not known that tho ‘‘powers that be*' 
had any especial thought of this when they 
fixed the day whereon death should present 
bis drift at the cell-door of the doomed man; 
yet it is of record tbnt tbe draft was paid 
simultaneously with the suspension of the 
drawee. Yu*, Jess® Stephens, a colored 
youth, aged about twenty years, was 
launched into eternity to-day at this place in 
atonement for the heartless murder, in July 
last, in this county, of an old negro man 
named Westbrook, aged about sixty years. 

Westbrook was the otvner of a fine water- 
mcl'in patch, and had frequently missed 
the re from a number of hi* choicest melons, 
lie suspected that Jeise wo* the depredator 
upon his domaiu and the despoiler of his 
•‘millions,” and did not hesitate to charge 
him with tho thoft. Of course Jesse denied 
the impeachment, but wheu tho old mau 
made so bold a* to speak it out in meeting 
and among tho sisters, with whom Jesao was 
a favorite and a bright, particular star, for 
the reason perhap* that they had been the 
recipients of Borne of tbe stolen fruit, he be¬ 
came not only indignant, but quite belliger¬ 
ent, aud then and there made a violent 
assault upon his accuser with a knife, and 
but for tbe timely interference of the by¬ 
standers would have 

CARVED HIM TO THE HFART. 

He went away from the church, however, 
grumbling, ami making many ugly thr* aU 
*s to what he inteuded to do when he should 
*‘cotcb” the old man alone. A few days 
thereafter, os he was crossing a bridge over 
Hog creek, be discovered old man West¬ 
brook in the stvamp near by bard at work 
with an ax splitting fence-rails. Ho said 
nothing to him, but hastened on to a cabin 
soma two miles distant where he got a shot¬ 
gun, and returning to tbe spot where his 
victim was at work, fired the contents of 
both barrels of the gun into the body of the 
old man. 

Stephens lost no time in shaking the dirt 
of Clay county from his feet, and as soon as 
the killing was made kuown suspicion forth¬ 
with pointed to him, and a poksc started otr 
in pursuit of him. After a hot and exciting 
eba^e be was captured on Yallobusha river, 
near the line of tbe Illinois Oa- 
tril railroad, in Western Mississippi, 
and was brought to this place 
and lodged in jail. He wns tried at the 
September term of the Circuit Court, and 
every advantage of a full and impartial trial 
was given him, the court appointing Hon. T. 

E. Bugg, an able attorney, *-s special coun¬ 
sel to defend tho prisoner. But the circum¬ 
stances were so strong, together with the 
murderer's own confession, that the jury 
had not been long in consultation before 
tbev brought in a verdict of “guilty of mur- 
der’in the first degree,” and not having 
qualified their finding by sentencing him to 
imprisonment in the pomientiary for hfo, as 
th**v were privileged to do under the laws of 
this State, there was no alternative left tho 
Judge but to 

PASS TITE DEATH SE5TEXCE. 

When the prisoner was brought to the bar 
of the court for this purpose, aud was asked 
if he had anything to toy why the death sen¬ 
tence should not be passed, he replied: 

“No, Judge, if I’ve got to go that way 
it’s all right, and I am ready.” 

The sentence was then pussed and was 
Btnjcallv received by the prisoner, and 
I November 2 was net for the day of the exu- 
I cation. Maj. Bugg, prisoner's couusel, filed 
a bill of exceptions and appealed the case to 
tho Supreme Court, where, in January last, 
the judgment of the lower court was affirmed 
uud Stephens ordered to be hanged on the 
tirat Tuesday. 4th day in March. 

The decision of the Supreme Court did not 
teem to affect the spirit* of the doomed mun, 
and when your correspondent interviwed 
him a day or two since he found him cheer¬ 
ful and unconcerned, and spoke of his execu¬ 
tion a* calmly and pleasantly as if he was 
about to eel out for Mardi lira* in New Or¬ 
leans, or a trip across the continent. 

He said be bad injuie bis j*uee with God 
and wn* ready to die. He did not appear to 
If at all penitent, but rather emphasized tbe 
idea that be bad done exactly right in vin¬ 
dicating hi* outraged honor, wen though he 
bad to take tho life of his traducer. He was 
a crank on wounded honor, aud seemed to 
want to be known as a chivalroua man. in 
all other respect* the prisoner deported him 
fteif well, and by hi* amiable and respectful 
manner since bis confinement had won the 
rood will of the court officers and jailer.

THE GALLOWS SC ENE. 

Long before noon a crowd had assembled 
fn and nbout the Court-house, in the yard of 
w hieh stands the jail. At 1 o’clock, amid a 
heavy rain-fall, a hack drove up and 
the Sheriff and bis deputies with a detach 
nieut of tbe West Point rifiescame out of the 
jail with the doomed man and placing him 
in the uack proceeded to tbe gallows m the 
suburbs of the town, a half-mile distant. A 
wa^on containing a coffin followed the hack, 
and on the sides and behind tbe Shoriff’s 
came a surging crowd, mostly negroes, 
Leut on seeing tbe doomed man executed. 
The rain j»oured down in torrents and the 
streets and roads were shoe-deep in mud. 
liuif of the curious crowd, strango to say, 
were women, of all ages. Arriving at the 
gallows, the prisoner was assisted from the 
hark and, without a sign of fear or emotion, 
be walked up tbe steps and took his position 
over tbe trap. His arms and legs were then 
tied and be was allowed to speak. Ha ex¬ 
pressed no regrets at what he had done, but 
declared that be was ready to die; thnt tho 
angels were waiting for him on the shores on 
Jordan, with golden slippers aud silver 
wings, and he would soon be iu tbe arms of 
Jesus. He said he bad been forgiven his sins, 
and hoped to most all the crowd then before 
him in heaven. He thanked God that lie 
had given him grace to meet his doom. 
Wheu he had done speaking, a colored min¬ 
ister offered up a vorv touching prayer in 
hi* behalf, and then, shaking bis hands, bade 
him good-bye. The black cap was then 
drawn over hi* head and the rope phu-c-d 
around his neck. In another moment there 
was a drop, then a groan from the crowd, 
and Jesso Stevens' body was dangling in tbe 
air. 

Ho died with very little struggle, his neck 
beiug brokeu. Alter hanging twenty min¬ 
utes his body was cut dowu, placed in a neat 
coffin and delivered to his friends for burial.

Boston, March 4.—Tbe United States 
local inspectors who investigated the wreck 
of the steam or City of Columbus, with tho 
loss of 75 of her 85 passengers and 28 of 
tbe 45 in her crew, report that the backing 
of her engines alter tho ship struck was a 
fatal mistake.

When the last course was given Mate 
Harduig by Capt. Wright, the ship was 
where any ordinary landsman could have 
taken her i»ast tbe fatal rocks without a 
chart or compass. We can not help believ¬ 
ing that, bad a special pilot been on duty, no 
such disaster could have happened on such a 
night.

E. Wngbt was the only legal pilot on duty 
at the time of tbe •lnmster and for 
two hours immediately preceding, and 
lor hi least one hour before she 
struck was not at the point of duty of a 
pilot attending to his actual duties, and <y* 
master for illegally delegating tbe duties of 
pilot to those unauthorized, and for inatten¬ 
tion to hi* duties as a pilot, his license as, 
master and pilot is hereby revoked. ”

Tuesday, March 4 .— The grain markets 
were dull anil *a>y on tbe board and varia¬ 
ble in the West. At some Western points the 
leading cereal* gamad a slight advance, but 
ou the whole pilco- w*re barely supported. 
There was a light movement lu either dtrec* 
tion. Provisions were weak nnd lower. Cot- 
tou was steady and without new features. 
In the New York Ex.-ban 5 # coffee options 
were lower, aud sugars were quiet and un- 
changod. The livestock markets were dull 
and rather weak.

Government *i j pr 
cent, bonds were lower. The stock market 
was active, Nvitb considerable tactical display 
in the way of manipulation, from which some 
properties were advanced, but a considerable 
percentage oT the list closed lower. 

Foreign advices were of noespeeiol interest. 

OUK Lr-XINGTON VISITOR*. 

The visit of ibe Lexington delegation, 
representing tho commercial and municipal 
intercat o t that city, is one of lbe moat 
agreeable events in the history of Louis¬ 
ville. The social relations between Ibe 
two places have always been strong in in¬ 
tensity if not in numl>cr. The commer¬ 
cial relations which once bound the two 
cities together have indeed been somewhat 
impaired by divergent interest, but if 
there bus ever 1 wen anything approaching 
estrangement it has been entirely the effect 
of foeiiums causes or misunderatandings. 

It is u long time since there has becu 
^uch an interchange of friendly courtesies 
between tho two cities, but our visitors 
may be assured that the welcome they will 
receive here will be prompted by a gener¬ 
ous desire for u full restoration of the in¬ 
tercourse Ihut brought together the resi¬ 
dents of the two ciilea in the elder days. 

THE LEGAL TENDER DECISION. 

The decision of the Supremo Court of 
ihe United States, rendered on Monduy 
hist iu the case of Augustus L. Julllard 
vs Thomas S. Greknman, is the third 
decision of that tribunal on the constitu¬ 
tionality of the Legal-tender Act of 1332. 
All these decisions have beeu incompatible 
with each other. The first declared the 
legal-tender funcliou of tho greenbacks 
unconstitutional, the second declared it 
constitutional under certain limitations, 
and the third declares it constitutional 
without limitation. 

The clauses of the Constitution which 
relate to this subject are included under 
the caption of the powers granted to Cou- 
gn ss. lu sub-sect ion 1 it is provided that 
Congress shall “have power to puy the 
debts and provide for the common defense 
and general welfare of the United States.” 
In sub-section 2 it is empowered “to bor¬ 
row money on the credit of the United 
Stales; ’ in sub-suctiou 3 it Is empow ered 
•’to coin money, regulate the value thereof 
nnd of forcigu coin, and fix lire standard 
of weights and measures. ” 

Section 10 declares “that no State shall 
cum money, emit bills of credit, or make 
anything hut gold aud silver coin a legal 
leader in payment of debts.* It is to he 
observed in relation to this, that the in 
junction placed upon tho States against 
authorizing and sanctioning nitv legal 
tender, except gold and silver coin, 
must tie admitted as definitely determining 
the limitation upon tho money powers 
of Congress, if any doubt existed as to 
tho meaning of the sub-sections quoted 
above; for if the States are debarred from 
construing anything but gold and silver 
coin, as regulated by Congress, a legal ten¬ 
der iu the pftyment of debts, it is evident 
that any other supposed legal tender than 
staudsrd gold and silver coin could circu¬ 
late only in the Territories and the Urs¬ 
ine t of Columbia. It is equally obvious 
that as such supposed legal tender is thus 
utterly denied circulation in the States, It 
wns necessarily intended by the instrument 
which established the prohibition that 
Congress should have no power to author¬ 
ize the issue of other legal tender money 
limn gold nnd silver coin, and that its cur¬ 
rency-making powers could not exceed 
Ut(W« already quoted. 

The States are denied the right of coin¬ 
ing any metal, or of issuing any sort of 
bills of credit. Congress is the sole power 
intrusted with the regulation of circulating 
coin, nnd no other form of circulating 
money with legal ti nder functions is recog¬ 
nized by the Constitution. 

litu Congress is permitted to borrow 
money, aud to issue ns evidences of public 
debts such form of securities as it may 
chot.se to prescribe, whether bearing in¬ 
terest or not. Under this authority it may 
issue non-interest bearing Treasury* notes 
in convenient form and denominations for 
the purposes of n circulating medium. 
Rut liie power to endue these notes 
with the legal under function is no where 
given. 

Mn ti arc the limitations upon the cur¬ 
rency making powers of Congress estab¬ 
lished by the supreme law, limitations 
wuidi the people have caused te be placed 
in the Constitution for the guidance) und 
tirir.unt of the legislative and judicial 
KUthorilies. That both of these million- 
ten have violated the Constitution in the 
mutter of the legal-tender notes is beyond 
reasonable dispute. 

•T b firet legal-tender decision of tho Su- 
jurernc Court declared the legal tender 
Clause of the Currency Act of 1882 uncon¬ 
stitutional. T tie sereud legal-tender de¬ 
cision of Ihe Supreme Court was adopted 
bv a pricked bench, so to speak. President 
Chant having appointed three new judges 
known to he favorable to Ins views, thus 
securing a majority of one. The decision 
on dial trial was nmved nt mainly on a 
n v. theory invented by aliunde Bradley. 
This theory was that the legal-tender 
rl iuse ot tho Act of 1802 was validated by 
die clause cd tho Constitution which em¬ 
powered Congress to “provide for the com¬ 
mon defence aud general welfare of the 
«-niicd States;'* and that it was an act nn- 
woidahlo and Indispensable. In effect the 
!e\r seripta of the Constitution was super- 
ledel by this derision in favor of the 
“higher law,” the law of self-preservation, 
the law* of expediency. 

No well informed economist will deny 
that the legal-tender act augmented im¬ 
mensely the coat of tho wnr by depreci¬ 
ating the currency and Government bouds; 
and Chief Justice Chase, who at the

time of this enactment was Secretary 
of tho Treasury, heartily joined 
with the majority of the court 
in declaring them unconstitutional; 
hut at the time of its second decision tho 
Supreme Court had found a ut’W inspira¬ 
tion iu the sentiments aud demands of the 
Northern moneyed classes. 

In this form the question hns rested until 
Monduy last. The second decision had 
distinctly based the validity of the green¬ 
back issue, with its legal-tender function, 
upon the law of necessity and the pressing 
exigency of war. This condition having 
passed away, it has been held that the 
greenback issue could not be increased, 
without a similar vital necessity recurring, 
and consequently the limits of such a cur¬ 
rency have been considered os definitely 
and permanently fixed. &o that if the 
Constitution has been violated we flattered 
ourselves thut this distinction funned a 
guarantee that we were uot exposed to tho 
evils resuiltog from future repetitions of 
the same offcu&e. That is, nothing but 
such extreme peril as war, according to 
this dechdou, could validate aduiliouul 
h&ues of legal tender-notes. 

The decision of Monday introduces a 
new regime, Picnurv powers for the issue 
of lcgul-tcnder notes ure declared to exist 
in Congress, and that hotly is declared to 
be empowered to decide when nnd to what 
extent such legal tender issues are to be 
made, precisely as in other subjects of 
ordinary legislation. The whole constitu¬ 
tional bulwark Is destroyed at one shock, 
and unbridled license in currency legisla¬ 
tion is substituted for constitutional re¬ 
straint. Monday was certainly a day of 
promise to the Grecubackers. 

The court’s system of philosophy is wor¬ 
thy of some attention. It is argued that the 
practice of issuing circulating notes aud 
impressing upon them the legal-tender 
quality wns generally recognized in Europe 
aud America as an attribute of sovereignty 
when the Constitution was adopted. With 
all duo resect, this is uot true of Europe, 
for iu England and France, at least, no 
such powers were ever exercised or recog¬ 
nized until bull’ u century after the adop¬ 
tion of our Constitution. During the Rev¬ 
olutionary wnr the Continental Congress 
endeavored to stay the declining tendency 
of the paper currency by declaring it equal 
iu ralue to Spanish dollars; hut this act 
was as barren of the desired results as the 
legal-lender acts of the late war, in spite 
of which the greenbacks dccltued about 70 
per cent, below par. Rut it is idle to dis¬ 
cuss the practices of that era. when wo 
have the Constitution itself to declare its 
own restrictions. 

The court proceeds to say that the pow er 
to issue a legal-tender paper currency, be¬ 
ing “one of the powers belonging to the 
sovereignly in other civilized nations, and 
not expressly withheld from Congress by 
the Constitution," is a proper prerogative 
or Congress to be exercised at its discre¬ 
tion. 

It will be observed that the Supreme 
Court Judges persistently keep one eye on 
the laws ot the United Slates and the other 
upon the sovereignties of Europe, though 
it is not clear to a plniu democratic mind 
that the customs of Europe are a valid 
guide to American Judges in const ruing 
American laws. It is also to be ohserved 
that there is not a natiou iu Europe of any 
respectability which issues a legal-lender 
Government currency. It is next to be 
remarked that Congress can not exercise 
all powers not expressly forbidden by the 
Constitution; but tlmi, on the coutrary, 
the correct rule of interpretation is that it 
can exercise only those powers which are 
expressly conferred by the Constitution. 

ft is impossible for any man of sound 
understanding to read this decision and 
the Constitution uud avoid the conclusion 
that the Supreme Court has violated its 
letter nnd spirit. The quotations uear the 
beginning of this urticle marshal every 
provision in that instrument iu relation to 
the currency, and it is undeniable that the 
court bus consulted its own conceptions of 
political aud economic expediency, instead 
of the commnuus of the organic law. 

Under the terms of the second legal- 
tender decision, the legal-lender issue was 
a fixed quantity in respect to iu maximum 
limit, and wns a most useful aud unobjec¬ 
tionable element in the currency system. 
The whole greenback question U again re¬ 
opened by this third decision, and there is 
the inextricable fact iu all the tangle of 
conflicting dicta from the Supreme Bench 
that the highest judiciary of tho land 
bus decreed that it shall hereafter remain 
an open question and a permanent menace. 
No nation has ever succeeded in sustaining 
the value of paper money by making it a 
legal tender, aud purties to contracts run¬ 
ning for some years into the future would 
probably be wise to cover rbks by express 
stipulations for com. 

INVESTIGATE THE FLOOD3. 

The great Ohio valley flood i* now a 
thing of the past, and there is loo much 
probability that it will be forgotten until 
the next inundation shall recall it. 

It is folly to say we shall not have 
another great flood for many years. Facts 
and reason tend to warn us thut overflows 
will l»e more numerous in the future ihau 
lu the past, aud no oqe need be surprised 
to see the deluge of In^t February as 
greatly exceeded as that surpassed all pre¬ 
vious record*. 

What is to be done about it? The de¬ 
struction of our forests still proceeds. 
Every year tbe conditions are becoming 
more nml more favorable for tbo*e floods, 
os well as for the drouths, the drying up 
aud sterility which the demujatioo of their 
forests has brought to parts of Asia 
Minor, Persia, Syria, Greece, Spain aud 
Southern France. 

The subject is one about which there is 
so little information or concern, one which 
offers so many difficulties to effective 
remedial treatment, and one of such gen¬ 
eral vital importance!, that some practical 
step with reference to its proper discussion 
and conduct should be taken at once. 

The Sanitary Engineer urges that, in 
view of the magnitude of the interests in¬ 
volved. it would seem that tho most ra¬ 
tional thing to do at this time is to have 
provision made for the appointment of a 
commission to investigate the question aud 
report the results with recommendations. 
This would have an educating effeat, which 
i* essential to any iiU^iigeut treatment of 
the problem. 

A bill to appoint such a committee was 
yesterday passed by the Kentucky Lt iris- 
laturc. This i* a good beginning, but in 
view of the extent of country subject to 
these floods, nnd the still larger extent 
which contributes to them, would it not 
be wise in Congress to take some action iu 
the mutter? 

Secretary Lincoln reports that be still 


has $10,000 of the appropriation voted for 
the flood sufferers. Could this be more 
profitably employed than in paying the ex¬ 
penses of such an investigation? 

BUTTER ADULTERATIONS. 

An examination of witnesses under 
oath was made in New York last week by 
a Committee of tbe State Senate, which 
furnishes reliable information hs to the 
exteot and method of butter adulteration. 
It appears that 90 to 98 per cent, of the 
butter sold in New York City is adulter¬ 
ated—suine, butterine and oleomargarine 
palmed off upon the public under the guise 
of the genuine unsophisticated product of 
cows' milk. The proportion probably 
varies more or less widely in differeul 
cities, but it has become large ever)*where. 
A Thicago manufacturer of butterine toni¬ 
fied that he produced two grades, the first 
containing about 20 per cent of poor but¬ 
ter and the sccoud 40 or 50 per cent, of tho 
finest creamery. He sold his poorest 
product in Pittsburgh, where, he said, 
“the people don’t know good but¬ 
ter when they see It. nnd in 
fact would not have good butter nt any 
price." But we must not reckon too large¬ 
ly upon our immunity from such conse¬ 
quences as flow from such depraved taste* 
a* those of Pittsburgh, for we are next in¬ 
formed that the better grades are easily 
passed off upon people of the nicest dis¬ 
crimination. 

It is very possible thut only an ill-in¬ 
formed prejudice could discriminate l>e- 
tween the gustatory and gauitnry merits of 
genuine butter and an artificial composi¬ 
tion of tallow and lard with only enough 
butter to flavor the compound; but we 
should At least respect the prejudice in 
favor of honesty, and should demand that 
these compounds be not sold under faUe 
pretenses, or as mere counterfeits. The 
jaw should compel every seller of these 
compounds to place upon them honest 
brauds. If honestly prepared they are 
harmless and nutritious, having especial 
menu for some classes of trade; but when 
sold under false unities they are imposi¬ 
tions upon the community, which tho law 
should punish. 

OHIO XU KLUX. 

It seems that Ohio is not content with 
leading all the States in the Union, not 
only in its criminal reputation, but in its 
criminal statistics, and it accordingly goes 
in for the unique and original in crime. 

The recent unparalleled burking perform¬ 
ances in Cincinnati are fresh in memory, 
nnd now comes the news of a Ku KJux out¬ 
rage which will stand alone even in Ohio’s 
calendar of lawlessness. 

It seems that the Rev. Father O’Boylan 
nnd Mr. J. McDevitt. a druggist, both of 
Corning, became involved in a contro¬ 
versy because the latter withdrew from the 
former’s church. Mr. McPevitt con¬ 
ducted his side of the discussion through 
the pre*3, Father O’Boylan his through 
the pr«\*s and tbe puipit. 

The priest's deliverances concerning the 
affair Sunday created such an impression 
on his hearers that Monday night a mob of 
them rode to McDevitt's store and com¬ 
pelled him to accompany them into the 
country, where, with drawn pistols, they 
forced him to retract what he hud 
said iu the course of the discussion wiih 
O’Boylan, and then, tinder pain of the 
direst penalties, ordered him to quit the 
country forthwith. There was, of course, 
no appealing from this decree, aud though 
the thermometer was at zero, und he had 
neither coat nnr hat, he was compelled 
to tifke his exodus toward a less zealously 
religious community. 

Next morning the Ku Klux gave warniog 
that u similar fate would await all citizens 
of Corning who took the side of the expelled 
McDevitt. 

I bis was as much a crime against liberty 
as was ever committed by the Southern 
Ku Klux. They were justly hunted down 
and punished. Let us see if a similar policy 
will be pursued with reference to the Ohio 
Ku Klux. 

The editor of Loudon Truth says that 
ho is frequently asked by correspondents 
if “American railroads have not arrived at 
lust at bottom prices, and whether it is not 
time to buy." He aoswers: 

“There la no time at which such a purchase Is 
a wise one. Railroads in America are not made 
for the benelit of ftbareholcler.'. but in order to 
enable Directors and others to plunder share¬ 
holders. Railroad* are built and equipped out 
of the money obtained by tbe sale of bonds. The 
shares are merely counters invented for purposes 
of gambling. Ka?h railroad is iu the hands of 
some railroad king. By arrangements between 
theinaelve* as to traffic, etc., these kings can 
raise or depreciate the shares of any particular 
railroad. Sometime* they quarrel, when the 
Stock Exchange becomes their battle-ground; 
but as a rule, they find It more remunerative to 
combine against the public. This is how the 
enormous fortunes hare been made, which throw 
into shade those of European millionaire*. ’* 

To the discredit of American intelligence 
and to the disgrace of the law-making nnd 
judiciary powers, every intelligent Ameri¬ 
can must admit the justice of this arraign¬ 
ment. It is tbe custom here to violate the 
rights of stockholder* with ns much license, 
aud withal as much impunity, us the inter¬ 
ests of the public; and our spasmodic efforts 
at reform aud restraint generally are formu¬ 
lated m some bill so absurd and indefeusi 
blc that it insures its own defeat, and con¬ 
tributes indirectly to increase the abuses 
which have erected such surprising monu¬ 
ments to our folly. 

JJIn tbe past few days several of the old 
exhibitors have been in the Exposition 
office and have announced their determina¬ 
tion to make another display this year. 
They were all non-resident exhibiters, and 
each spoke in high term* of the beuefiu 
they had derived from the Exposition. A 
number of visitors who came from a dis¬ 
tance to see the Exposition have expressed 
themselves in an equally interested man¬ 
ner. One lady who came from New 
York to see for herself the effort 
of the New South, recently writes: 
“Considering the marvelous success of the 
late Exposition, and the benefit and ad¬ 
vantage it was to Louisville, I am 
somewhat surprised at the manner in 
which the people of Louisville afe behav¬ 
ing. I beg iu to believe they don’t want 
nay thing but ’to be let alone. ’ " Naturally 
enough this Indy thought, from the slow¬ 
ness with which the subscription was 
progressing, that perhaps the people of 
Louisvilic did not appreciate their oppor¬ 
tunity. Lei us hope that this impression 
will be removed when she comes to ace 
the Exposition of 1884. 

Thu new city directory shows some 36,- 
000 householders in Louisville. The pro¬ 
portion to the population indicates a great 
degree of prosperity. A very moderate 
average tax ou the values of these house¬ 
holds will produce the sum which would 
place the Southern Exposition ou a foot¬ 


ing far beyond the present plan*. A rea¬ 
sonable contribution from a reasonable 
number of these householders would ac¬ 
complish as much as is now intended. 
The Exposition accomplishes some good 
for everybody, and everybody ought to do 
something for it. It must not be forgotten 
that last year half the amount was raised 
from subscriptions from $5 up to one or 
two shares._ 

A few days ago the Cincinnati Commerced 
Gazette gave the Cockier-Journal to un¬ 
derstand that until criminals were advanced 
to official place by the people of Ohio, as 
tho C. G. contends that they arc in the 
South, our comments on Cincinnati crime 
are “impertinent" Now, however, the 
Commercial Gazette comes out and makes 
yd missions which, out of its own mouth, 
justify our comments on the only ground 
on which, it informed us, they could be 
justified. \Ye could not write a fuller justi¬ 
fication: 

“ White the people of Cincinnati are excited 
about an uqusuaI horror, they should cast their 
eye* carefully over the proceedings of the Crimi¬ 
nal and Police courts, and note. now and for time 
to come. how plain when scrutiniz'd are tho pro¬ 
cesses of turning criminal* loose upr»o tho com¬ 
munity, and even advancing them to plac i of 
trust and profit. 

“T he rankest of criminals have boon growing 
In confident hem for several year*, and Utterly 
they have assumed leaderships uud pored os the 
possessors of po.lt,cal jwu'rr. The very vermin 
of the town, bloated with the slime of the street*, 
crawl forth iu eh mint: ramient aud bask in the 
atmosphere which has riven them their growth, 

I ke gigantic cockroaches in a hoi and unclean 
kitchen. Perhaps the people of Cincinnati, now 
that tho )aU t* full of murderers, will pay Mime 
attention to the preliminary steps Hint may be 
taken at the spring election to emerge from the 
dbpennation ot crime. 

“The bloody scenes in this city w ithin a fewr 
months are tho harvest of a seed lime that did 
not pa ,a without comment, n* sof 

murder are the fruits of a shameful compla¬ 
cency, criminal in itself, toward crime.’* 

“A Slight Inconsistency.— 1 There seems 

to be a slight inconsistency bet ween the columns 
of editorial in the Cociuem Joclnau deploring 
the fact that an American woman is compelled to 
pay one-half or thiee-quartora of a cent more for 
a pair of stockings than her English sister be¬ 
cause of the odious protective tariff, and Mr. 
Wattebsom in Washington asking Congress to 
compel tho people of Kentucky to pay five cents 
a copy for his paper or go without news. For 
this is virtually what his copyright law amounts 
to. ’’—[Padiuah Xcies,

place in Ibe editorial columns of the Louis¬ 
ville Commercial, It is certainly frnuk in 
that piqver to thus admit that, if it i& de¬ 
prived of the privilege of stealing from the 
Courier-Jouiik Ah, its readers will have to 
do “without nets*." 

A national woman-suffrage conven¬ 
tion meets at Washington to day. Miss 
Busan B. Anthony states that the leaders 
of this movement will take no sides on tho 
great political questions of the country, but 
they stand ready to work for aud vote for 
that party which favors woman suffrage. 
From this it would scum that woman 
would make a better politician than muuy 
have believed sho would. Already she 
announces herself willing to sell out to the 
highest bidder. 

A correspondent who rend the Cor- 
rier-Joursal’s paragraph on art gallery 
suggestions in regard to the Exposition 
Caovtissiug Committees, hints that the 
genius of Louisville artiste might be in¬ 
voked in the suggestion that when the com¬ 
mittees get “Through tho Clearings" our 
people will have “A Joinf Investment,” not¬ 
withstanding the pathetic kicking* of the 
“Dark Philosopher." 

The reports coming in to the Exposition 
office trom the canvassing committees are 
exceedingly encouraging. In several in¬ 
stances- when persons had been mtesed they 
sent or telephoned their subscriptions to the 
office. There will be no report until to¬ 
morrow night, but if the canvass progresses 
ns favorably a* it bas begun, the commit fees 
will realize a very handsome addition to 
the subscription.

Mr. Stewart, of IltiUimore, who has mado 
the Marriage and Divorce, hns a local repu¬ 
tation as tho author of “Law of liusbaud 
and Wife in Maryland," a standard work in 
that Slate. His book is practically a digest, 
aiuplv annotated, and judiciously condcuMeil. 
The fact that Mr. Dosty has made the volume 
on Criminal Law is a sufficient guarantee of 
its excellence. His book* have so long been 
serviceable nnd standard that the profession 


are prepared to buy this new work of his on 
trust. 

Desh/s Federal Procedure has now 
reached its sixth edition. Tho first edition 
appeared in 1877, aud contained but 300 
page*. Practitioners in the courts of the 
United State* are familiar with its value in 
the former oditions.

W'e are not likely ro have too many works 
on corporations. The profession welcome 
anything of value that is new ou the subject. 
AD. Field, of Iowa, whose boox on Damago* 
has been Tavorably received bv the bar, pub¬ 
lished the first edition of bis Uorporatinns 
about 1877, It now comes to us in the sec¬ 
ond edition, edited by a lawyor who is al¬ 
ready well known os an author. He ha* in 
some degree revised tbe original work, and 
lias added about 100 pages of new mstter. 
Hts editorial work has t>een well aud carefully 
done. Tho work in its present shape is an espe¬ 
cially valuable one for a student. It is writ¬ 
ten in a plain and pleasant style, and tho entire 
ground is very satisfactorily covered. A* a 
study in the Iaw of corporations, as a book 
to be read, us a book for a student, or for 
one more mature to road up on, it i* tbe best 
book ou the subject that has coma to hand. 
It is a handsome fcpecitneu of Albany print¬ 
ing ami bnuliug, and young lawyers espe¬ 
cially will not make a mistake ia having it 
in their hbrants*.

At last Mr. Pomeroy’s great work on 
equity is finished. When tho flr*t volume 
was issued, early in 1881, tho attention of 
tbe profession was cbalktegcd, and tho sub¬ 
sequent progress of the author’s labor has 
beta watched with much interest. The 
third volume just issued completes the work. 
It is not extravagant to say that Pomeroy's 
Equity is one among the very first law’ work* 
ever i«.*uod from the American pies*. No 
other American cemwentory ujnrn the sub¬ 
ject can be compnrod to it, except Story, 
nnd even this high comparison is much in 
favor of the preseut work. The tendency 
of the reformed procedure, blending law 
nnd equity, bas been to weaken, decrease 
and disregard equitable distinctions and 
equitable principles in tbe administra¬ 
tion of jiLstice. This tendency can only 
be resisted by a revival of the study of equity 
jurisprudence. The principles, doct rines and 
rules of equity are manifestly dtsapptwiring 
from the muuicipal law of ranuy of the 
{States. Younger lawyer* are learning very 
little of these distinctions, or are learning to 
ignore, forget and suppress the notions of 
equity which have casuully come luto their 
beads. No intelligent lawyer but deplores 
such a state of things; but without legislative 
enactment, which we are sure not to have, 
nothing can change this tendency but an In¬ 
creased and more intelligent study of the 
great doctrines of equity. To this end the 
ponderous volumes of Prof. Pomeroy are a 
moMt valuable coutributiou. Few students 
have evor read Story's Equity with interest, 
and no student, unless he aspire to tbe mean¬ 
est place in his profession, can fell to be in¬ 
terested in this work. The iutroductory 
chapters of tbe first volume consider tbu 
origin and the nature of equity 
and its present relation to the law. 
The remaining chapters are mainly devoted 
to a discussion of the distinctive doctrines 
And tho maxims aud general principles of 
equity jurisprudence. The second volume, 
like the third act in a drama, reveals the 
plot, and is in point of learning and research 
tho most valuable of tbe three, it suggests 
iu the subject* it includes the ancient dog¬ 
gerel of English Chancery: 

’Three tilings be holped in conscience: 

Fraud, accident and confidence.” 
for in ibis volujpe, after chapter* upon the 
doctrine of notice, and estoppel, and a full 
consideration of the law couceming priori¬ 
ties, are found chapter* upon accident, mis¬ 
take, fraud and trust*. The learning in the 
law of trust*, in tbe nature of it intricate 
and abstruse, is set out most luminously and 
fully. The third volume considers tbu doc¬ 
trines of equity as applicable to tha law of 
real property, to the estates of niarriod 
women, c<»nversion, mortgages and Hens 
generally, nnd estates arising from assign¬ 
ment. The concluding chapters treat of the 
remedies and remedial rights which aro con¬ 
ferred by tbe equity jurisprudence. In 
this part of his labor the learned 
author was able to incorporate some 
portions of hi* work on Remedies— 
one of bis earlier books and one of the best 
treatises in on* libraries. The Equity Juris¬ 
prudence, ns a wli lo, i* a splendid monument 
to l*rof. Pomeroy’s learning, diligence and 
akill in law-book making. It has been edited in 
every detail iu the must patient, consci-juUous 
end paiuslaking manner; tm» lab >r ex pended 
la the collection of authorities aioiiv w aacer- 
taiuly something enormous, the table of 
ca*ee cited, closely printed, covet mg more 
ih.in 400 pages. In aU that constitute* a 
great commentary upon the subject, it is 
hardly obnoxious to a single criticism. Upon 
this work alone tho author may bo content to 
base his reputation, going down confidently 
to polarity with these learned volumes iu 
bis hand. The work having beeu written 
aud published in California, is appropriately 
dedicated to Mr. Associate Justice Field, of 
the Supremo Court of the United Slates. It 
is elegantly executed, to speak from tho me¬ 
chanical point of view, by the San Francisco 
publishers, who are constantly issuing from 
their press much valuable law literature. 
Ban Francisco, next after New York and 
Boston, is ea*dy tho leading law-book mar¬ 
ket in the country, and what is published 
there, both in matter and In mechanical exe¬ 
cution, Is not inferior to the best from any 
quarter.

I be distinction 
therefore between tbe two U a dittiaguish- 
lug feature in the administration of remedial 
justice m iIioka court*, and a failure to ap¬ 
preciate and observe it has resulted in tbe 
dismis*al of many cases. Scarcely a volume 
of the Circuit CoCvb exports cau be takeu up 


which doe* not contain case* where it ap¬ 
pears that, after long and expensive litiga¬ 
tion. there wa* a dismhral on this account. 
It often happens also, after the case reachc* 
tbe Supreme Court, because the cnee has beeu 
brought on the wrong side of the court or 
because the differences in pleading aud prac¬ 
tice tatween the two system* have been 
w holly disregarded.

THE DEMOCRATIC CONGRESSIONAL CAM¬ 
PAIGN COMMITTEE MEET AND ORGANIZE 

FOR THE COMING AFFRAY. 

Washington, March 4.—Tbe Democratic 
Cohgressionnl Campaign Committee mot at 
the Arlington Hotel this evening and organ¬ 
ized for tho campaign. Senator Pendleton, 
Chairman of tbo Democratic joint caucus, 
presided, und Representative Post, Secre¬ 
tary of the joint caucus, actod as secretary 
of tbe meeting. Thirty States and four Ter¬ 
ritories are represented ou the cam¬ 
paign committee, these being tho 
States and Territories, which s*nd 
a Democratic Senator or Representative 
to Congress. Thirty-one members were 
prestrut this evening. The following is the 
Executive Committee selected on the part of 
the Senate: Senators Garland, Kenna and 
Gorinau; on the part of the House: Repre¬ 
sentatives Paige, Rosecrans, Stucklager, 
Stevens nnd Murphy. 

It was docided that this Executive Com¬ 
mittee should be cm lowered to select mem¬ 
bers of tho Campaign Committees in States 
nnd Territories not represented in the Sonatu 
or Horn* by a Democrat. These Stales and 
Territories are Colorado, Kausns, Maine, 
Nebraska, Now Hampshire, Rhode Island 
uud Vermont, and Dakota, Idaho, New 
Mexico and Washington. 

No other business won transacted by the 
Campaign Committee. 

The Executive Committee met upon tho 
adjournment of the Campaign Committee, 
nnd organized by electing Senator Gorman 
Chairman nnd Representative Post Secre¬ 
tary. Senator Kenna uud Representatives 
Stevens nud Htockdoger were appointed a 
svib-coimmtte on finance, and Senator Gar¬ 
land and Representatives Murphy and Paige 
n sub committee on campaign documents, 
the Chairman being ex-officio member of 
bot h sub-committees. 

The committee bad an informal talk over 
Hie Arrangement--* to bo made fortbecam- 
jmigu, hut did not enter iuto a discussion of 
the questions of party policy. The revenue 
reform Democrats appear to be in tho minor¬ 
ity ou tho Executive Committee. Senator 
Gorman and Senator Kenna are both tanlT 
Democrats, as are Representatives Paigo 
nn I Stevens. Representatives Stockslager 
nnd Murphy were Carlisle men, and, with 
Senator Garland, represent the tariff reform 
•dement on the committee. Representative 
Robecrans voted for Carlisle for Speaker, but 
is an “incidental protectionist,” and in¬ 
dorse* the Ohio tariff platform. Tho Secre¬ 
tary of tho committee is a tariff Democrat. 
In the main the committtee is compoisod of 
the younger eleiueut of the party.

Baltimore, Mo., March 4.—A special 
from Delaplane, Fauquier county, Virginia, 
says: Sunday morning John Glascock, 

while in a fit of passion, suppasod to have 
been caused by jealousy, murdered bis wife 
and three small children. After setting firs 
to his bouse he proceeded to the woods, a 
half mile distant, and shot himself through 
the heart. The lire in the house was discov¬ 
ered and extinguished before the bodies wore 
consumed and much damage had resulted. 
FURTHER DJCTA1LR OF THE CRIME. 
Warrenton, Va., March 4.—Of the ter¬ 
rible tragedy near Deiuplaine, this county, 
Bunday, it seems that the attention of the 
neighbors was called to tho residence of 
John Glascock by the appearance of his 
house being on fire. When they entered and 
the fire was extinguished tbe body of his 
wife, a sou aged seven, tbe baby and a child 
between, were found deal and weltering in 
blood from pistol shots, one each in tbe wife 
and second and third child and three in the 
oldest boy. Shortly afterward a shot was 
heard in tbo direction of the woods, a short 
distance off, and the body of John Glascock 
himself was discovered. Tbo deduction is 
that he murdered bis family, reloaded his 
revolver, fired his bouso to conceal the 
crime, and thou killed himself os soon ns the 
extinguishment of the fire was revealed. Ho 
>vas a son of Thomas Glascock, who lives be 
yond the Fauquier line in Loudon county, 
but owns more land in Fauquier and pays 
more taxes in this county than any other 
one man. The wife of John Glascock w'os 
Mias Frazier, of Louden, and of a most re¬ 
spectable family. Glascock was given to 
drink, and it is believed was crazed by 
liquor. 

Another account says the first intimation 
the neighbors had that there w as any thing 
wrong at the Glascock house was the appeor- 
ance of Dame and suioko through the win¬ 
dows between 8 and 9 Sunday morning. A 
number of people ran to tbe bouse, but 
found the doors and windows securely 
bolted and barred on the inside, and the 
building to all appearances deserted. As tho 
flames were mukincr rapid progress, an en¬ 
trance was promptly effocted aud the fire 
extinguished. No living person was iu the 
house, but ou the bed in tho farnib* bedroom, 
and over which coal oil had been poured 
and then ignited, were found the dead bodies 
of Mrs. Glascock aud her infant son. the 
latter greatly disfigured by the flames. Both 
had been shot through tbe bead, and Mrs. 
Glascock iu two other places. On tbe floor 
near the burning bed lay the bodies of two 
other children. Rodney and Emily, both 
*bot through the head, nnd the former shut 
also twico thin ugh tbe body. Iu a piece of 
woods overlooking the farm house at a dis¬ 
tance of three-quarters of a mile was found 
the dead body of John Glascock, the husband 
and father, who, after murderiug the w hole 
family aud settiug Ore to the bouse, had gone 
to the woods aud committed suicide. It ap¬ 
pears that Glascock drove away the servant 
curly Sunday morning and murdered 
the family, pourod coal oil over 

the bed aud set tire to it, 
fastened up tbe house and then 

went to the cabin of a neighbor and prcteiid- 
ed to be iu need of a servant to cook break¬ 
fast for hiiti’elf nnd family. He then re 
turned, his tracks indicate, to the vicinity 
of bi« own house, aud finding tbe tragedy 
hud not yet been discovered proceeded to the 
edne of the woods overlooking his home. 
W m»n he sa w the Lire extinguished he retired 
a few yard* Into tho woods and shot himself. 
Herrod Frazer, tbe father of Mrs. Glascock, 
is a resident of Missouri. Tbe father, mother 
and three children were buried side by side 
yesterday in the cemetery ueor MiJdleburg

Reveals the Week Points of the Bears and 
Teaches the Bolls a Lesson 
in Tactics, 


The Bulls and Bears of the Chicago 
Market Have a Fight the Most 
Exciting. 


REMOVING THE BARNACLES- 


f^prciaJ to the Courier-Journal.] 

New kORK, March 4.—Tbe stock market 
was active and very strong until the lost 
hour, when it became weak and clo&ed 
slightly higher for um^t of tbe active list 
than lost night. There was a determined 
fight against the short interest. From early 
in the day until ucar the delivery there was 
great excitement in the loan crowd, the bor¬ 
rowing demand being greater than the sup¬ 
ply of stock*. Michigan Central, in w hich 
the bears were squeezed by Vanderbilt last 
fall, and which has been quite inactive 
since, loaned at >j. Union Pacific, St. Paul, 
Northern Pacific preferred, Louisville and 
Nashville, loaned at 3* to and there was 
a corresponding difference between cash and 
regular way sales. 

The excited character of the proceodings in 
the loan crowd caller] the attention of tbe 
room to tbe number of borrower* of stuck*, 
end at one time a premium was demanded 
for every active btock ou the list. It is 
doubtful if there ever was os much anxiety 
on the part of tho bears to get .stuck. They 
remembered tho squeeze in Lackawanna, 
and every mnn expected the next ono to 
come iu the stock he was short of. 

There is still outstatidinga very large short 
interest. No one suspected that any body 
was buying Michigan Central, but tbejno- 
ment the stock got to a premium, twenty 
brokers began bidding for it. It is only by 
thus making an actual demand that a short 
interest can be discovered, and when there is 
no premium n broker who is short for bis 
customer quietly borrows from another 
broker who is long. No one knows of the 
transaction, and there may be a large short 
interest without attracting the slightest at¬ 
tention. But in making the bears bid for 
the stock they wauled the bulls learned a 
lesson to-day, which will no doubt bo used 
in the future, that is, to cause the w hole list 
to be scarce and make the bears expose their 
position. 

It is safe to say that not oven the wildest 
bull had any idea of tnu cxteul of the short 
interest until to-day’s developments pro¬ 
duced it, aud with this knowledge the clique* 
ran up prices 2 per cent, for hoveral active 
stocks, uud many of the bears covered. Then 
there was some realization, and finally 
hammering by tho room-traders, and 
a few shares were bought under the 
rule for deliuqueut brokers. Lackawanna 
was bought largely again by tho big nool, 
Mr. White having wound up his small one 
at a profit, it is said, ol $700,000. ^ The buy¬ 
ing was supposed to be for Mr. Vanderbilt, 
Mr. Gould und their friends. 

Uuion Pacific was run up to 82“,. and was 
heavily sold by some one. The annual 
statement is regarded a* Very favorable, but 
it is said tho January accounts show u 
falling off of half a million dollars.

LOCAL, PERSONAL AND GENERAL. 


There seems to be a hitch in the recently 
announced traffic agreement between the 
Louisville, Mew Albany and Chicago and 
the C.. L v St. L. and C. roads. The new 
arrangement was to have gone intu effect 
Inst Saturday night, but, owing to a forcible 
objection from the Cincinnati, Hamilton and 
Dayton rood, was postponed for a time. The 
Monon, previous to the arrangement with 
the Big Four, had been hauling passengers 
between Cincinnati and Chicago over tbeC., 
11. ami I. to Indianapolis, and from there to 
Chicago over its own track, and into that 
city over tho Chicago and Atlantic. Thu 
new- arrangement, if carried out, would give 
the Big Four an ail vantage on Chicago busi¬ 
ness, which the c\, H. and D., or rather the 
Erie and Chicago, owning the Chicago and 
Atlantic and working iu conjunction with 
the C., H. and D., will not let the Big Four 
get if it enn possibly prevent it; and 
the first step toward this prevention is to de¬ 
cline to let the Monon use the Chicago and 
Atlantic entrance track into Chicago so long 
as tlio Big Four agreement holds good. 
This virtually knocks the agreement, in the 
head, unless an arrangement can be made 
for entrance into Chicago ovqr some other 
line, which is hardly probabie. 

Col. Young and Mr. A. B. Southard were 
seen by a reporter yesterday afternoon, but 
declined to express an opiniou one way or the 
other on the matter. The agreement between 
tho Monon and the Big Four was first drawn 
up while Gol. Young wus President of the 
road, and of course he would know more 
about the little technical points than any one 
eLso. When the arrangement wits first 
made public Col. Young stated tbnt it 
would be a great thing for rhe future of the 
Monon, although it looked as if the Big 
Four had decidedly the best of tho bargain. 
That road will secure :i Sorter im© by 
eighteen miles between Cincinnati and Chi¬ 
cago, and the terminal facilities, if the Chi¬ 
cago and Atlantic embargo is lifted, will be 
as good, ii not better, then any in Chicago.

No work will be liegun until 
the chief officials of the road have approved 
of riie location of the now hue. It will re¬ 
quire two years to finish the new road.

In tbo full of 1882 John L. Scott and 
Thomas B. Ford, of Frankfort, Ivy., as at¬ 
torneys for the trustees of tbo Frankfort, 
public school, as well as for all tlio common 
schools of the State, filed a suit in the 
Franklin Circuit Court for a maudamus to 
compel the Auditor to place to tbo credit 
of the cornmou school fund the sum of 
$271,574 17 of the taxes collected from the 
various railroad companies in the State 
within the last five years, all of which is 
alleged to have been, by misconstruction of 
the law, taken from the school fund 
and covered into tho Treasury to the 
credit of the ordinary expenses of the 
Government Judge P. U. Major, who 
ban no children of his own, has beeu 
so careful of the legal rights of the children 
of others, that be bos ju>t granted a manda¬ 
mus against the Auditor for this money. 
This is one of the lurgest and most important 
monoyed judgments vet rendered by auy 
court in Kentucky, aud will give great ad¬ 
vantage to the 500,000 school children, and 
the teachers of the State, as the effect of this 
judgment, if affirmed in the Court of Ap¬ 
peals, will not only place over a quarter of a 
million dollars to the credit of common 
schools at once, but will horeafter bring to 
the school fund its proportion of taxos col¬ 
lected from railroads, amounting to about 
$100,000 annually.

The defendant Auditor failing to plead further, 
the petition *d plaintiffs and all the allegations 
thereof are taken for confessed: aud it apjH'ttr 
mg to the court that ihe attiuuni of taxes levied 
and collected from the various railroad compa¬ 
nies iu Kentucky iu the years 1871), 1*M). 1881, 
1885.' and 1H83 amounted to the sum of 

$.‘414,577 11. a. d tluu of this sum $271,574 17 
had been, nod won, by the constitution amt laws 
of Kentucky, set apart and dedicated to the com¬ 
mon school fund *d Kentucky for the support uf 
iOmrnmi schools: audit further appearing that 
tlie* Auditor pin*i tlie whole of this common 
school fund iu the Treasury of Kentucky 
to tlit- credit of the ordinary expenses of 
the Government, and thus deprived the common 
school* of Kentucky <» f sain entire amount to 
which tiiey weru by law justly entitled, it is 
further ordered and adjudged that the defendant 
Auditor. Fay etc© Hewitt, draw his appropriate 
warrant on the Treasury of Kentucky, iu favor 
of the common .school fund of Kentucky. for the 
sum of $271,574 17, and place that amount of 
money in the Treasury of Kentucky to the credit 
of said common school funds, for the support of 
the comjnOu schools of the state. 

To which ruling* aud judgment of the court 
the defendant Auditor excepts, and prnv* an ap¬ 
peal to the* ourt of Appeals, which is granted.

Mr. llallarn was for tie* exemption of all house 
hold goods of auy character, and oopofccd to the 
entry of any levying officer in any private bouse. 

Mr. Haggard said tlie law. as it stands, work* 
great injustice to those who are not »o situated 
as to own two borae*. two cowp. ten head of 
sheep and other property specifically named. 
Persons who are engaged in raitiiug tobacco, 
hemp, tlax and other things not exempt under 
the preterit law can have none of it exempt un¬ 
der the present law. 

The mu allows a person to take such property 
as he thinks most suitable to a**i*t in maintain¬ 
ing his family, not extn-eding $750 in value 

The bill and amendments wore cut off by the 
arrival of the hour of adjournment, hut will come 
up to-morrow, a* it is a special order from day to 
day until disposed of. 

1 he following in the nubstunCi* of tbe remarks 
of .senator l-ogle on Senate bill No. 1. known as 
the “Haggard Kxcinption Bill:” 

Mk. Spkakkii—I do not at lids time propose to 
say that my mind l.-< fully ruade up a* to whether 
or not ihe original bill pr<*po«ed bv tue Senator 
from Clark. *w the substitute proposed by the 
Senator from iVndleton. ubould be adopted. But 
it is to the principle in blateHUiaunhlp and politi¬ 
cal economy involved in tioth propositions that I 
propose to address myself. It is commended by 
every prominent writer and thinker on political 
economy that ail laws in rogiurd t*> exemptions 
are not pftRM*d for me benefit of the defendant* 
in tho execution* and attachment* aud fee bills, 
but for the families of mild defendants. 1 would 
say to the merciless creditor and the efficient 
officer when he approached the tnreshold of a 
Kentucky home, thus far hall thou go aud no 
.farther. Around all homes in tlda State the 
fugi* of the law I* thrown. Why? because they 
are the Otirteries of the State where are raised 
virtuous women and brave, honest aud honorable 
rnen. 

Mr. Speaker. It may be said that this is a bill 
for the oeneilt of the poor man. T £admlt it. 
The rich iiiun need* no protection from the law; 
the poor man does. 

“A bold peasantry, a country’s pride. 

When once destroyed can never b® supplied. ” 

I know, Mr. Speaker, that many legislators 
have bo*-n aqd are now possibly influenced by 
the interests of certain cross roads merchants 
who have never felt that sentinieul— 

“Tench me to feel another’s wo® 

To hide the fault 1 see; 

That pity 1 to other* show. 

That pity show to me.” 

How many Shylpcks are there in this General 
Assembly who want their pound of fiesh. or who 
have constituents who w ill mercitessly demand 
their bond: oh, how truly did Burns say: 

“Man’s inhumanity to man 
Makes counties thousands mourn.” 

Homes should be protected by th® law. Pass 
laws that will allow the faithful wife and dutiful 
daughters to make their home-nest attractive, 
and the father aud brother* will not seek their 
amusement away from, but at home. If homes 
are iim ir attractive by science, literature aud 
art there would is* fewer iunmtes ami houses of 
prostitution and State prison* than there are at 
present. 

1 hope the Senate will adopt some measure 
looking to a proper equaitzatioo among the 
various citizen* of the State and thereby advance 
our State m civilization urn: enlightenment.

on a Little t»ix*yonr*ol4 C hild of Mr. F. M.

For several Juys the chief topic of con¬ 
versation iu and about th** city bus been th© 
charg© iJiat Mr. J.). C. Epiiler, a highly con¬ 
nected and ronjiccred young married man, 
nnd son-in-law of Cupt. John A. KoLinson, 
FttperIntel!dent of the Groou nnd Barren 
River Narigation Company, bad, on Thurs¬ 
day last, in bis room at the Morehead House, 
attempted to commit a rape ou tho person of 
a little six-year-Old daughter of Mr. F. M. 
Most, ajnrcuuinent railroad nmu now resid¬ 
ing in Texas, but whose family, consisting 
of a wife and three children—a son niue 
yeara of ago and twin daughters, ago wx— 
iiavo been boarding at the Morehead lions® 
in this city. We have made no publication 
of the facts heretofore on account of the 
earnest appeals of the friends of both Mr. 
ftpUier and Mrs. Must, but now that both 
parties seem to waul the mailer 
made public, wo give the facts junt 
as they are told by both. Tbe child, who is 
unusually precocious for one of her age, says 
that Mr. Spiller invited her to h;s room to 
give her some cmidy. and while theie at¬ 
tempted to commit a rape on her person. Of 
course her language i* not u* we put it, but 
that is tlie meaning of it. Her testimony is 
direct and always, so far as we know, iden¬ 
tically the sume, atm naturally her mother 
and other relnttvesand frieodx, amongwhom 
are some of the best und m06t prominent 
people in the city, feel incensed to a Mi|>crla- 
tive degree, and believe that Mr. Hpiller is 
guilty as claimed by the child, while Mr. 
Upiller nnd his friends deny tlie charge in 
twto. But below we publish hi* statement of 
the case as he bos furnished it, and leave the 
mailer in the hands of our readers to treat 
a* they see tit, feeling that is about ail that 
is nocc.ssnrv for us to say under tho circum¬ 
stances. Mr. Spiller says: 

The time ha* arrived when 1 feel that I should 
vimllcnte rnywdf from certain insult* and scan 
ditU, now going the round* In this city.

step* from my room, and knew and she *aw her¬ 
self th©child withm® and going to my n*>m. 
and when i kmov the mother was waiting for tho 
child For a man to Ha v® attempted uti outrngo 
of this character, under such unfavorable clr- 
i urnst.nnce**. he mu>t be a vicious devil <>r con¬ 
summate fool, and 1 am neither The little child 
in question ha* ever been a favorite wjLh both 
niy.telf aad wife, and has been utmost u dally 
visitor to our room She wiw in my room nt th© 
thin* 1 am making this attack on lu*r. but the 
child U simply nil*»t ik^u. 1 urrer mad© such an 
ntt iok ou her. nor did 1 ever dream of such u 
thing.

BUSUEU WHISKT. 

A Talk With Bep rcfJ Ualive Willi® Relative 
to Au fivnulon of the Bunded Period. 

[ fViisliinfftmi Special /<» Cincinnati T>met-Star.] 
The Bourbon wmaity pooj<lo, who have been 
the roost persistent, applicants for th© exten¬ 
sion of th© bonded period, now say that tho 
other distillers nr© quit© as anxioui for the 
passage of the bill extending th© bonded pe¬ 
riod as art* th® makers or holders of bourbon 
whisky. “The fact is,” said Congressman 
Willis, who represents tho greatest bourbon 
district of the country, "tho distillers through¬ 
out th© country' recognise tbo fact that if tbe 
"bourbon whisky i* now forced on tho market 
in such quantiLle.*, as It will be as the law 
now stands, that it will throw their goods 
out of the market, or require them to sell at 
a losing pri* *. There are about 100,000, 
000 gallons of whisky sold in this country 
annually. In ihu ordinary course of event* 
about 80,000,000 or *3,000,0p0 gallons is 
the product of btgbwines and alcohol distil- 
lerk-s, and only 15.000,000 or 18,000,000 
gallons bourbon whisky. Should the law, 
however, force -P',000,000 gallons of bour¬ 
bon whisky out of bond and into tbe market 
in tbe coming year, as it will if tho exten¬ 
sion bill should not wus. the result will be 
that the high wines and alcohol distillers 
would sail that much less. The consumption 
of tvhinky in this country is not going to bo 
increased by tlie forcing of a few million 
gallons on to the market.’’ 

** Why do you think the bourbon whisky 
will force the other out of the market?’* 
“iSlmolv because it is of a bctte£ grad© of 


wbi»ky, and if It i» forced ou to the market 
at any price, as it naturally will be. tbo 
other must give wav bafor® it. or oiu»t at 
least bo sold at a price htdow tlv® actual cost 
to compete with tnis. Distillers throughout 
the country are seeing this now, and are as 
nuxioun as w«? t of th® Bourbon districts are, 
to have this bill pa c sed.” 

“Then you think it will make no difference 
in th® amount consutnod or in the amount of 
tax paid whether the bonded period is ex¬ 
tended or whether this whisky is sent into 
tho market at once.'” 

“Not a juvrticlo. The high wines and alco¬ 
hol distillers will, if the bourbon whisky is 
put into tbe market, either have to hus]>end 
operation® or send their goods out- of the 
country. In either case the Government 
simply loses that much tax.*’ 

“But will your bourbon distillers bo any 
better off two yearn hence ! Won’t th© sup¬ 
ply still be greater than tbe demand !** 

“No. Two years ago, when they saw that 
there was nn over-production,they’practical¬ 
ly suspended manufacturing. Instead of 100 
distilleries manufacturing 100,000 gallons 
of bourbon whisky daily, aa was the cn-*# in 
Kentucky when this whisky now tbe subject 
of ao much trouble was being manufactured, 
there were, according to tbe Inst report of the 
Commissioner, only thirty-three distilleries 
running, and their" daily manufacturing ca¬ 
pacity only 10,000 gallons. Quite n differ¬ 
ence you see. Tbe quantity of bourbon 
whisky consumed is gradually increasing, 
and is*uow ltt,000,<)00 gallons a year, which, 
you «ce. is 12,000,000 or 15.000,000 gallons 
more than is now being produced. The re¬ 
sult will b© that if w® can get this extension 
the demaud which is greater than the present 
manufacture will soon equalize th© supply.’* 

“Why is it, Mr. Willis, that of all article® 
taxed whisky is the only one, or nearly tho 
only one. which is required to pay tax at u 
fixed time, or long before it goes into con¬ 
sumption:” 

“Simply because of th© unjust discrimina¬ 
tion caiwd by tho frauds of 1876. After 
the whieky ring exposures Gen. Scbenck, 
more familiarly known *as ‘Poker Bob,’ 
who was Chairman of the ays and Means 
Committee, said ho was in favor of taxing 
this thing in the fortus, as he expressed it, 
and the result was tbo present system. It is 
a most unjust on©. You see, it compels the 
manufacturer to pay *t a certaiu period in 
the stage of manufacture of his good® 000 
percent, on their value. In other words, 
bourbon whisky only attaius a satisfactory 
condition at the ago of from five to ten years*. 
By the redistilling process whisky is a* good 
tlie day it is finished us it is one or two or 
eight or twelve years later. In the bourbon 
whisky methods of manufacture th© fusil oil 
disappears slowly, the work of elimination, 
it being left to nature and time. 

“The result is that tho manufacture of th© 
whisky in its completed state occupies at 
least live years, for it is not in a proper con¬ 
dition for consumption under about that, 
fco when the Government comes in at tho 
end of three years and demands a tax of B0 
cento p©r gallon on tbe whisky, it demands 
It while the period of it* manufacture or 
preparation for market is incomplete by 
two years. Th© whisky itself costs th© dis¬ 
tiller 15 cents a gallon, yet tho Government 
demnuus of him a tax equal to six times 
that, or 600 per cent, on th© cost. So that 
in point of fact th© distiller is compelled to 
pay to tho Government 1500 per cent, on his 
Investment, and that before he can put his 
goods on lb© market. No other industry in 
the world is sabjoct to such a system of tax 
aiion, and uo other except that of whisky 
production would be required to endure it. 
Iu Englund and France and Germany, and 
otuer European countries, tax on spirits is 
only paid when It is ready for consumption. 
That should be tna case here; but, as it is 
not, distillers must take the best they can 
gel, ami will be content for this time‘if tho 
rebel now asked for can be had. ”

The Republican State Central Committee 
met at tbe Galt House last night to select a 
date for the assembling of th© State Repub¬ 
lican Convention, and transact any other 
business tbrit might be brought before it.

After hearing 
the claims irorn different points, it was re¬ 
solved to hold th© State Convention in Louis¬ 
ville on May 1, 1884. to select delegates to 
the National Republican Convention, the rep¬ 
resentation to which shall b© on th© basis of 
one vote for each 100 votes, or any fraction 
fiver 50 votes, cast for President Garfield. 
On tho subject of instructions from th© State 
Convention to rkdegates to the National Con¬ 
vention, to be held at Chicago, there was 
considerable discus-iou, aud th© opinion 
seemed to prevail that th© delegates should 
be left tin trammeled and given ati opportu¬ 
nity to select tbe -.trongest candidate for the 
Pruiidcntial nomination. The following 
resolution wa* unanimously adopted: 

tie solved. That Jiuls© Georg© Denny, Jr., of 
lAinraster, Ky .. is recommended by the Kentucky 
Mate Central Committee to President Arthur for 
appointment as Governor of Dakota Territory, 
and his appointment is respectfully urged.

A Number of Other Witnesses Testify 
to the Kind Treatment They Re* 
ccivod From Or. Cale. 


TO BE CONTINUED IN OUR NEXT.” 


The Legislative Committee to investigate 
Dr. Gale and Anchorage resumed iu op¬ 
erations yesterday morning at Alexander’s, 
after a two days’ lost. The first witness 
examined was 

MR. GEORGE W. XKWMAN, 
formerly turnkey at the jail, under Mr. 
Camp. He said that Mr. Camp had never 
given him instruction* not to allow Mr. 
Tom Moore into the jail, because he could 
not be trusted, as was stated in the testimony 
of a wituesf. last week. 

DR. J. O. ROGERS, 

formerly Superintendent of the asylum at 
Indianapolis, was the next witness intro¬ 
duced by Dr. Gale. He staled that he had 
boon Superintendent at Indianapolis for four 
▼cure. He is now Med)oal Engineer to the 
Commission engaged m constructing the 
three new asylums in Indiana. When bo 
wa* flr-t appointed to that asylum there were 
mO patient*; when he left theiv were *-ouie 
thing over 1,100. Hcstr&int* of some kind 
are absolutely necessary for the control of 
insane patients. The kind of restraint de¬ 
pends more on fashion or caprice than any¬ 
thing else. Iu tins country mechanical re¬ 
straints are used mostly; u^ England. t*eclu- 
elon, iu strong rooms, is popular; also what is 
called a dry or wet pack, which consists in 
wrapping the patients up in .some kind of 
material that will prevent them from harm¬ 
ing themselves or others. In France about 
tbu same restraint-* are used os in this couu- 
trv. This question of rest rami* has beou up 
for discussion recently in ludiuua. The 
crib-bed hus been criticised, but in soma in¬ 
stances witness said ho should consider it ab¬ 
solutely necessary to tho patient’s life. For 
tho proper action of llw heart, a horizontal 
po%ition is at tunas required, and the crib is 
the only way in which that position cun l*e 
compelled. PatienU, so far as wittiest ex¬ 
perience goes, generally like this form of re¬ 
straint. Public opinion in Indiana, after a 
thorough investigation, has indorsed tlie crib. 
It. was first intrudu ^ed into this country iu 
l'idd, l’roiu Versailles. 

OTHER FORMS OK RESTRAINT 
are a belt with n padded glove, in which the 
baud* are fastened. The camisole de force, 
or strait-jacket, is also a necessary restraint; 
it is a kuid ol jacket made of ticking, some¬ 
times seven or eignt thicknesses, which is 
more popular for restraining violent imuale* 
In winter, when tbev u*ar th«or clothes off. 
Tho asylum at Columbus, Ohio, the 

English form* of restraint. Two of the in - 
-ititutums in that Stale use no mechanical 
restraint' while four use that form of re¬ 
straint. 

In witness’ opinion, the vorv wor*t form 
of restraiut is that of an utu-n hint holding 
a patient—or muscular re-itralnt. In this 
case somebody noarlv always gets hurt—tho 
patient oltvucst. Mechanical restraint* never 
del unary—muscular iwiramU do. Chem¬ 
ical restraints are used to some extent in 
tone institutions, but a v-ry large majority 
of the IU >ujK*rintendenU in this country 
ute mechanical restraints, because they thiulc 
them best. 

Witness had never heard tho won! “duck¬ 
ing” used outside of the new spapers of this 
city. He knew nothing of it, nor how it 
• was applied. But water, he stated, was 
recognized in France and iu England some 
veal's ago as a ino»t potent agent in the treat¬ 
ment and cure of insane patient*. Shower- 
baths wore very |K»pqinr in England. 
In France now bath-houses are con¬ 
structed especially for the treatment 
of tbe insane, and they receive all kinds of 
water applications. At Kankakee, in this 
country, water enters extensively into the 
treatment, and tho plunge oath is used; 
when patients refuse to take this bath, they 
art* pushed in head over heels. 

In nil institutions that witness knows any¬ 
thing of, there is 

NO RUCH THING AS PUNISHMENT 
recognized. The water treatment is db- 
agreeable to *otue people, and, of course, 
would bo to insane. In England sonic *10 
years ago, John Conley, Superintendent of 
one of tho large*!, asylums tlu-re, thought be 
could run tho institution without any me¬ 
chanical restraint, but experience showed 
that it could not be done, and the present 
form of restraint—the dark room, etc.—ia 
the outcome of that ex]>erieuce. In Indiana 
now the new' asylums being constructed 
have no dark nxme*. no stroug rooms, nnd 
no burs ou tbe windows. But no dohht 
the crib will have to l»e used. And It is a 
fact that tho institutions iu America are far 
ahead of tboee in the old countries in regard 
to cures. About 47 percent, is t.Lu average 
of cures in this country; BO per cent, would 
be exceedingly largo. 

There is great difficulty in obtaining propor 
attendant*. An old superintendent once re¬ 
marked that when he could draw on heaven 
for his attendants, then he might, get good 
cues; but not till then. An attendant must 
he intelligent, % and must have perfect self- 
control. As a rule, au insane asylum is a 
hopper, in which aconstantetreamof would- 
lie attendants is always In-ing poured. But 
tho Superintendent must first try a mau and 
find out bu weak point before he can tell 
whether be will make an attendant or not 
it is almobiau in variable rule that discharged 
attendants become the

ENEMIES *JF THE ALYLUM 
or tho Hutwrmtendent, niul the agitations 
that have been going ou in the asylum for 
years nro altuo*! always traceable to tbeso 
disgruntled attendant*. Tlie witno.-* had tu- 
truduced Joseph McClanahnu to Dr. Gale as 
a first-class man: he also recommended ML* 
Wagoner, because ho had known her all her 
life to be a lady; nlio* Mias Shaw, Miss Howe 
ami MU* Foster. He had known thu families 
of all these ladies for many years. 

The tvjtii«»N raid lie met Dr. Gale some 
vvars ago at a medical nv>ociattoa in St. 
Louis, mid from ulmt he could learn the doc¬ 
tor stood very high in the estimation of the 
profetwiou through the South. D»*. Gale is 
also a member of the association of Superin¬ 
tendent, or other* direct l v interested in the 
enro of the insane, ami nU Ntaudmg there 
in excellent. Dr. Gale’s report, laid before 
this body at its last annual uiwtmg nt New¬ 
port. was considered by witness the most 
compendious docimient’ of the kind ever 
presented before the association, and ehowfid 
much research in the treatment, aud care of 
the insane. Witness said that in no well 
organized institution doe« the attendant do 
anything to the patient, except fo<il him, 
without orders from the Superintendent. 
There is no punishment of any kind recog¬ 
nized in such institutions 

Medical officers only should direct re¬ 
straints. But iu ouu extra should an attend¬ 
ant fie allowed to restrain n patient on Dis 
own responsibility —that of sudden violence. 
At liidinnapolis. iu this case, the altemlnnt 
places the patient m a room and lock* the 
door, then telephones or sends to head¬ 
quarters tor order*. 

Witness knew nothing of n towel bath, but 
ti female attendant bad tied a towel around 
the head of a patient at Indianapolis on one 
occasion for the purpose of quieting her, and 
he told her he would discharge her for a 
repetition of the offenra. The water treat¬ 
ment spoken of was always used a* a 
remedial agent. There are no recognized 
rules for punishment in any well-managed 
asylum. Witucss did not think holding a 
patient under water until respiration is 
stopped, or until ho had swallowed enough 
water to produce vomiting, would be nt uny 
benefit to bLs mind «.r body either For u»*? 
r medial effect, it is nut desirable t<« let 
<■ *t<)r get into the lung-* **r stomach of the 
patient. This, hu shuuld think, would be in¬ 
jurious. A patient oui be controlled by 
mechanical meaus. The only knowledge 
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witness has of what is called ducking is what 
he bad heard or read of in this case. 

WATER IS ONLY USED 

iu institutions in this country, so far as is 
known, for the purpose of cleanliness. In 
the plunge bath, the patient is required to 
jump into a large tank or tub of water, from 
IjT* to <VJ warm; turn will have a beneficial 
etfect on tbe nervous system it is desirable 
to apply these water remedies to patient* 
without frightening them, of course. Ilf* 
ktraint* should be used os little as possible, 
because it is desirable to teach the patient b» 
depend ou himredf aud rely on controlling 
himself. Itesiminu should always be ad¬ 
ministered bv a medical man; an attendant 
who lake* this responsibility oa hi* own 
shoulder* should b« at once discharged. 

Iu the opinion of witness, the brain is just 
as susceptible to remedies ana cures as any 
other part of the body. A rase was referred 
to of a man who had been insane aud cured 
seventeen different and in hi:, aaue in 

tervala he worked fts a fanner and accumu¬ 
lated a very large fortune. There re no duty 
of a Superintendent so important a* that of 
looking after and caring for his pationts. 

It is necessary to classify patients, but this 
has to depend more on thu building than 
anything el-**. It is necessary to classify the 
quiet together and tho noisy together, any¬ 
how. The per capita in Indiana u a little 
less than &£00, but it has j^one as high us 
$&£4. A ^superintendent is primarily re¬ 
sponsible for tue treatment of all patients, 
aud. therefore, could not observe strictly 
the code of ethics in vogue among physicians 
in regard to prescriptions given by assistant 
physicians. Therefore, if he thinks a 
patient is not receiving proper at* 
lention, it is bis duty to inform 
the assistant of the fact. Attendant* 
should always make reports to the assistant 
physicians, but in cas^s of emergency the 
Superintendent should be reported to. 

As to the correspondence of patients. It 
should be restricted to some extent,; and for 
tho bcmetlt of the patient, a- well as bis fam¬ 
ily, tho Superintendent, should look ovor all 
letter*, both going and conning. The .Super¬ 
intendent. should ureo bo able to control the 
vibitsof relatives to patients. Occupation 
and amusement of most any kind is very 
beneficial to the insane, aud should be pro¬ 
vided for by tho State. 

MR. EDWARD COKE, 

for Dr. Gale, wav the next witness. He 
raid: “I was an inmate of Anchorage A*y- 
Imu, for alcoholism, for a month or two. 
During my --tay i saw no inhuman treat¬ 
ment of putieut*. I was not restrained. The 
attendants were kind to undents, but were 
necessarily strict. Dr. Gale’s manner 
toward ail patients was kind and pleasant. 
Mr. McGluuahun wo* my attendant a part 
of tbe lime, Mr. Glanton lhe rest.” 

MRS. KTH A N. VAN KELT 
was the ncM put on the *tund. She said: 
“1 live at Homestead, near this city. My 
birebaml ban been ut Anchorage asylum more 
than two year*. I removed him irom the 
asylutu ou otie occasion, thinking ft would 
improve him perbujy*. When he came homo 
there were blue and black marks ou bis back, 
as if ho had been struck. 

“The mark* ou hi* back might have U-«*n 
caused by confinement in a cage. The marks 
wore between the shoulders nnd on the shoul¬ 
der blades. Wueu he came home he bud not 
mind enough to know whether he bad l«*m 
struck or not. Alter be had recovered some 
he told me he bad been very cruelly treated 
by an attendant, but did not want, me to 
lot the attendant know that he had 
raid anything ab*mt it. But I would like to 
say that Dr. Gale always treated me well, 
and acted like a perfect gentleman. He 
never spoke diwt**»pe* ,, .fully to uw*, or did 
anything to hurt my f»eim£* in any way. 
My husband is now at the asylum.*’ 

MILS. ALICE MUELLER 

was introduced by Dr. Gale. “I was a pa¬ 
tient at Anchorage from April 27, 1880, uu- 
Muy l, 1881. I could not have received 
better t reatment, any where than J did there. 
Dr. Gnle treated uia as well as my owu 
father would or could have done. I raw 
nothing at all uukmd or cruel in any one. 

'l he attendants were pUmraut and kiud to mu 
and everybody.*! 

Hit GUSTAV MUELLER 

came next: “I visited the asylum every 
other week, I suppose, during tne confine¬ 
ment there of m> wife. Dr. Gale always 
treated ui** well, and was polite. I visited 
tbu asylum at time* wh-n not expected, aud 
found thing* clean and in oracr. 

Mtes kati: Monroe, 

a former attendant, was next called: “Mr. 
Tom Moore bus talked to me about this m- 
vo.'tignlion; be raid if i was a friend of Dr. 
Gale he did not want mu i * cuuie before thu 
committee. I was an attendant nt the asy¬ 
lum about throe years—u portion of the tiriio 
under Dr. Forbes and a portion under Dr. 
Gale. I never raw bii> harshness ou Dr. 
Gnlo’s pari toward a patient, or any of 
them. I had a go-»d opportunity to sue h ( >w 
he treated everybody. 1 never raw any 
cruelty to any of the patient* by 
an attendant. I raw Mrs. Purvis 
ducked. Dr. Riley and Mrs. HUmv a>sisted 
in ducking her. £ver> thing else had been 
tried to control the patient and failed; the 
ducking was a last resort, nnd it succeeded, 
Mrs. Purvis now Udng entirely well. The 
food could not have boeu better. I 
never knew Dr. Gale to neglect a patient— 
it seemed to me ho was ’omnipotent* [om- 
mprevjiitj, as ho wa» hurt*, there and every- 

where.” 

Mr. Martin questioned the witnoas—'“I 
helped duck Mrs. Gladd also. Shn did a<*t 
raaiu to know anything, nnd she was duck*, d 
a* a lust re-ort by Dr. Kllev. It hel|>ed her 
greatly, ju-d tin it did Airs, l’urvi.v*. I have 
heard Of others Itesiue* those being ducked, 
but dou’t know of any ca*es. This occurred 
iu 1883. I have heard of paticnta being 
ducked when the doctor wa* not pre-ent, but 
know notrnng certain about it. 1 never raw 
a towel bath administered, but have bnard 
of it. 1 leit the asylum hk*t July, I have 
been there twice since on visits. 1 went 
through my old ward, and it looked just as 
well as when I was there. 1 have kuown 
patients to bo put iu xtrail-jacket* or muffs 
for getting into uuscoief, but never heard of 
one bellig punished for anything by ducking. 

I knew of one pattern escaping, but she was 
brought Ifiick very noon. .She wo* uot pun¬ 
ished fur running away.” 

MR. J. R. ELI.IS, 

formerly Supervisor at the asylum, was intro¬ 
duced. “1 have been at Anchorage Asylum 
nearly six years. Dr. Gale’s treatment of 
tieuUat the asylum hM--.nlways been good, 
have seen some little must real mem of 
oatieuts. 1 have helped duck several i*attents. 

I helped duck a lady once for lighting; this 
ducking 1 think was as a remedial treatment 
—not as a punishment. Tbo food is very 
good, and tho clotuitig of patients is kept 
clean. I know’ Tom Moore. I dou’t remem¬ 
ber that Moore ever raid anything about the 
mistreatment of J<in>nn tx> me wuile 1 \vji» 
acting u* .SujM'rviKor. ” 

Mr. Waiker questioned the witness. 
“That female patient was ducked as a

I suppose. I reckon it cured tue trouble. 
Maddox was also durkod as a remedy for 
fighting. I reported to Dr. Erwin that he 
had been fighting, and ho prescribed a duck¬ 
ing. After this was administered clenn 
clothes wero put on and tbe patient was 
turned out iuto the yard. He did not fight 
nuy more ju*t tbeu. I ducked one other 
man as u remedy for fighting, lie had 
jumped ori nn attendant. ! think 
|)r. Gale told mo to duck this 
man. but, am not certain, Gcddis 
utid I ducked this man. Geddi* was the at¬ 
tendant the patient had been fighting with. 
We ducked hitu slightly : it did not uinkvi min 
sick. He went under like a little man, ami 
never raid a word, llis feet were lied.* but 
his band* wore not I don't remember 
whether this little affair was nqiorted to Dr. 
Gnle or not. 1 would not undertake to give 
medicine without directum. When 1 helped 
duck the lady, the female atteudanta call d 
tne to cotuu up and help quiet her. It wa-% 
not a part of mv duty t » help in the female 
wards. When l got there she had knocked 
out tho regular attendant and lmd com¬ 
menced on the assistant. 1 tied her hands 
and helped duck her. I reported this to Dr. 
Riley. I hnve never seen h patient struck 
since Dr. Gale took charge ot the asylum. 
Thing* are carried on quuo differem from 
w tmt they wvre under Dr. Forbes, and the 
bread is much bolter than it wus then. Too 
’grub’ generally is very good. 1 think those 
duckings were administered as iu part a 
treatment and m part a punishment. [Dr, 
<«ale — A little restraint, wasn’t it f J Dr. 
Forbes was not, in my opinion, a* gurui a 
man us Dr. Gale. He was miner gruin.” 

MR. CHARLES CONWAY 
testified: •• l was at the Indianapolis asylum 
for tiearlr three years, under Dr. Kogurs. 
1 hav - G.-en through Anchormen Asylum on 
tw • different <• .-cations, and think tbe place 
i- kept In excellent order. The asylum will 
compor«< fuvorably with Indianapolis’ in 
every respect. i know tevoral of the 
attendants at Anchorage who were 
| formorlv at Indutsupclis—YL*-- NVag- 

j • n -i, Joseph MoUinnahan. md others. 
They were nil wvll Uiought ol at iudt.iuup- 
ohs. My visit to Aiicbornge was made last 
October. 1 mot Dr. Gale then, but be was 
very btury. and did not stop to talk to me 
much, nhile at Indiaoapolil^ if it became 


necessary to restrain a patient, we always 
got instruction* from tho office. I never 
heard of a ducking at Indianapolis.” 

Tbe committee adjourned until 10 o'clock 
tbi* morning.

THE EASTERN ASYLUM. 

THE PLOT THICKENS ANI» the EVIDENCE 
SHOWS A MOST DKPLORAH1.E WANT OF 
MANAGEMENT. 

[Boecial to the Co*ir/#r-,7ourn/i/.» 
Lexington. March 4.— The in vesti gating 
Committee did tbe first day’s roally effective 
work that has Lcen done yet. Nothing con¬ 
cerning tbe trouble between Dr. Cbeoault 
and the Commissioners about a receiver was 
touched on. and everything turned toward a 
dc-vulummmt of the trauractimiH about the 
a*ylum which have boon contrary to law. 

ilr. Charles J. Urotuirou. Commonwealth’s 
Attorney, was placed upon tbe stand, and 
nmdc Kune startling aierdoaures of fact* 
which were originally brought out by the 
grand jury investigation. Maj. Johnson, 
attorney tpr tlie board, objected to Mr. 
Brouston being allowed to state 
what the witnesses had raid, 
as it uot legal evidence. Chairman »Smith 
stuteil that the Committee wn* not geveroed 
by straight Rgal rules, and was willing to 
receive light on the subject, lie ruled that 
Mr. Broust «n suould make a statement of 
everything be knew. 

Mr. Brmi^ton took a copy nf tho report of 
the grand jurv made at the November term, 
when tho matter was Investigated, and told 
upon what widonce It had b^eu formulated. 
Tho first jwirt of the report, as to Comrni<* 
sioner* exceeding tboir authority in allowing 
the steward and receiver to soil supplies be¬ 
longing to the infill ration, w»< made from 
the evidence of Mr. John T. 8belby and bis 
records as Secretary of the institution, from 
the receiver and steward. The next part of 
the report, as to the steward purchasing coal 
for his own u>e and improperly placing the 
coni in the asylum pus. was shown by thu 
evidence of Keurdon and Morgan, nnd from 
the lutter’H honk* aud from D. C. McKinney. 

Mr. Bronstou went on to cite tho names of 
the with vases that sustained nvery part of rhe 
grand jury’s report, and cited how the Jaw 
bad been plainly violated by the Commis¬ 
sioner* regarding Reardon and Morgan. Ac§ 
cording to their own statements tue Comiuis- 
Hioners were especially to bLnuie in the evse 
of Reardon. The latter had acknowledged 
before the grand juty that he had repeatedly 
violated the law by selling supplies of tho in¬ 
stitution, but laid it to ignorance, as he had 
never been instructed by the Commis¬ 
sioners as to what his duties were. 

He wr nt on to state bow Morgan had 
been guilty of great irregularities in his 
duties ns Steward, nnd hnd not made his 
book* clear ns to the moneys which were in¬ 
truded to him. 

In regard to Capt. Morgan getting coal 
from tbe asylum, one of the witneeiras before 
the grand jury tefttifitnl as to how* much coal 
Morgan had gotten, as it had becu the wit¬ 
ness’ duty to weigh tbe coal. After this 
witnesr left tb* grand jury room some one 
approached him and ascertained what he had 
Mated to the jury. Morgan then got tbe 
amount of coal the witness had stated had 
b*en taken, and going to Reardon, the re¬ 
ceiver, told him to charge that much coal 
against him. Toe next day Reardon wo* 
called before tue graud jury, and when 
asked how much coil bad been 

tak n from tho osyiurn by Mor¬ 

gan he gave the same amount 
as the witness of the previous day. He raid 
ho had thin amount charged on his books 
against Aforgan. Upon closer questioning 
the fact was developed that he bad only 
cbarcod tho coni against Morgan that very 
morning, because Morgan hud instructed 
him to do so. 

Tne explanation of the coal contract occu¬ 
pied Mr. Bronttrm nearly an hour, nnd he 
tlH*n branched out on the principal irregu¬ 
larities which had been investigated before 
the grand jury, namely, tlie chargee against 
too Matron, Mis* Thornton. 

Mrs. Ibira Fox* who had occupied tbe 
position of su|f*rvi*or of the kitchen, had 
made a written charge in tbe newspapers 
that Miss Thornton had lieeu stealing sup¬ 
plies. After this statement appeared. Mr. 
R. A. Thornton, of the Board of Commis¬ 
sioners. had come to tbu witness and asked 
him to givo Mis* Thornton a hearing Utfore 
tbe grand jury, which hu said be would do. 

Whet) the grand jury met. Mrs. Fox was 
brought ltd*’re it, and ax well as he could re- 
mpmhcr swore that Mis* 1'bonilon had been 
in the habit of making requisition* for the 
office!*’ dimug-room, as well as for 
the patients, and theae requisitions 
would bo indorsed bv the Superintendent. 
The mi pi dies would then bo obtained from 
tho receiver, ami Miss Thornton would trans¬ 
fer the supplies to h room of her own. She 
would send the supplies out of tho asylum by 
rm aas of her two Meters and one of her male 
cousins, who drovo tho milk wagon for the 
institution. 

When this cortrin had emptied his milk- 
<mn-< they would bo filled up with supplies, 
and in this way smuggled out. 

Mrs. Fox had testified before the grand 
jury that Miv» Thornton’* sisters had large 
pocket# made beneath their dreost**, and that 
these pockets would be filled with provision* 
and tine good*. She claimed to have nt cu 
this herself. 

Mr. McKinney, the gate keeper, testified 
that when thera sister* of Miss Thornton 
parsed through hi* gate they had some¬ 
thing bulky in pockets under tneir dresra*. 
but what it wo* he could not ray. He had 
alstf noticed that when other member* of 
Mbs Thorn ton’s faintly parsed through the 
gate there would frequently be a trail 
of flour or grease behind them, showing that 
tbev had carrier! something away. 

Mr. Richardson testified that ho had fre¬ 
quently seen people going nut of Mi.-s Thorn¬ 
ton * Quarters carrying bundles and boxes. 

Mr. Garmly, the butcher, testified that in 
taking out the milk-can* thoy were often *o 
hoavv a* to require two or three men to lift 
them” but he did uot know w hat they con¬ 
tained. 

Mr. Broniton concluded hi* statement by 
saying that ho did uol know of any of those 
facts personally, but was only suiting what 
wa* brought out before the grand jury. 

Tho uoxt witness put ou the stand was 
Samuel G. Reardon, the bone of contention, 
who is recognized ns received by tbe board, 
but whom Dr. Cbeuault due* not recognize. 
Senator Stnnh subjected Reardon to an ex- 
amiuation. which was a very full und com¬ 
plete ono, lasting nearly six hours. 

In tue outset Keurdon (rankly admitted 
that he had violated the law ou innumerable 
occasion* by sellmg supplies from the insti¬ 
tution. Ho had never known it wa«a viola¬ 
tion of law. however, until the grand jury 
investigation, a* he Dad never been in¬ 
structed by tua Board of Coiumtsisiouor*. 

Some rooy Testimony was thwu elicited as 
to bow the Commissioner* dined when they 
held their monthly meetings at the asylum. 
They always took dinner upon such occasi<«ns, 
and on these day* the bill would sometimes 
amount to and £3d, while upon ordinary 
occasion* it did not exceed *1 50. 

A number id the requisition* w ere obtained, 
showing what had been give i them to eat, 
und the following is a sample of the menu 
for tho ntuo Commissioners: One hundred 
oranges 100 banuna*. ’do pounds of turkey, 
cau* of oyster*, i dozen pears, 1 dozen 
lemon*. 0 pound* of beet, 1 pound of butter, 
1 pound of cut sugar, with cocoauute, jellies, 
duck*, cbickeus etc., tbrowu iu. 

At every monthly meeting this thing tvus 
continued, a* the records show. 

In other part* of hi* books were entries of 
where largo amounts of delicacies had been 
procured, but (he disbursements showed that 
tho patieuts had gotten but little of them. 

Reardon wa* quostMued closely as to some 
of tne prices in hi* regUter, as they were ex¬ 
orbitant. but could not expluiu t nomas ha 
did uot do the purchasing. Tne wholu after¬ 
noon was spent tn this way, in examining 
him from his bonk*. .{Some of his testimony 
was cunsi iored as very dumaging, and cer¬ 
tainly show ed great irregularities. 

Toward Lba close of bis testimony Senator 
Smith interrogated him as to hi> connection 
with Mr. Peak, one ol the members of the 
committee. 

He stated that Mr. Prak had writteu a 
letter to Dr. Chenault that lie • Reunion , be 
retained, and that »om« letters buil pass¬ 
ed betweeu hinwlf and Mr. Peak touculng 
the subject, lie hud written to Air. Peak, in 
Frankfort, requesting him to introduce a 
resolution into the Houra to investigate the 
asylum. Alter tho introduction of the reso¬ 
lution he hud >.o«*n Mr. Peak several times, 
and talked to him iu the presuuco of oth*r 
gentlemen about tho matter. 

When this statement was concluded, Mr. 
Peak arceoand said that in justice to him¬ 
self be must make a statement. He thought 
the action of the Chairman a very strange 
one, in alluding to such matters whenever 
the occasion presented Itself. Ic this course 
was insrileo upou, lu* would have to 'ti*ciin<* 
serving on tho coumUltee any longer. 

There was some further discussion on tbe 
matter, an l the subject wan dropped. 

Tho crora-exarninaiiou of Reardon will 
commence to-morrow. 


BARRETTS BREAK. 


A Statement From the L. and N. Officials Con¬ 
cerning Mr. J. P. Barrett’s Rids 
From Cincinnati, 


WHICH HAS LED TO A 8UIT FOR DAMAGES. 


The suit of Col. John P. Barrett, of tho 
Hartford, Ky., Herald, against the L. and 
N. Railroad Company for damages in tho 
sum of $10,000, ha* caused con*riderabl» 
comment in the city. A Courier-Journal 
reporter called on a prominent official of tbe 
r<>ad, yesterday, to obtain tbe fact* from the 
road * standpoint. In response to the re¬ 
porter’s inquiries the official raid: 

“A few days before the occurrence com¬ 
plained of. Mr. Barrett called on Mr. C. P. 

A (.more and solicited a pass to Cincinnati 
and return on account of his newspaper. 
Mr. Atmore told him that a pass could uot 
be issued on that account, and referred him 
to Mr. M. H. Smith, Vice President of the 
road. He called at Mr. Smith’s office, and 
not finding him in he innde his application to 
Mr. S. R. Knott, Mr. Smith’s assistant, whose 
response was similar to that of Col. Atmore. 
Mr. Knott suggested another visit to tho 
General Passenger Agent, who would prob¬ 
ably give him a complimentary pass. Air. 
Barrett left Air. Knott in a bad humor, and 
called again on Mr. Atruore. and stated that 
be bad been directed to come back to bun 
aud have a trip pass issued, and that ar- 
raugumtmts for the year would lie made by 
Mr. bamk. No such remark was made to 
Mr. Barrett, hut Mr. Atmore placed full 
faith and confidence in the statement ns to 
what had beeu said to him in tbe Vice Pres¬ 
ident’s office, and gave htrn a trip pas* to 
Cincinnati and return. On {Sunday after¬ 
noon, February 24, Mr. Barrett took ua»- 
sage for Cincinnati in the parlor car, and 
wueu the conductor paaseJ through collect¬ 
ing tickets he prevented his trip pass. The 
conductor informed him that holders of such 
passes were not entitled to seat* in the par¬ 
lor car, except on tho payment of 50 cents, 
tho regular price of seats in tbe car. 
After Considerable higgling and many ob- 
jecnons Mr. Barrett paid for the scat, and 
u<(thing more was heard from bun until tho 
afternoon of the 2*Jtti, when be started buck 
from Cincinnati aud encountered the same 
conductor in the [tarlor car. He tbeu pre¬ 
sented tbe return pa** obtained from Mr. At¬ 
more and a check for cluurNo. 1? in the pur- 
lorcur. Air. Barrett was mformeii by the con¬ 
ductor that the check wa* not good unless ac¬ 
companied by a ticket that bad been paid for 
or a parlor car pas*. Mr. Barrett replled that 
he had paid for the check, and intended to 
rido in that car unless removed by force, and 
if ho removed he would sue the company for 
damages. The conductor told him ho would 
inquire into tbe matter, and w hen tho train 
reached Walton, the fir*t telegraph htali >n, 
he wired a message to tue ticket agent aL 
Cincinnati asking him if he had sold any 
chocks for the parlor car. W nen the train 
reached tSpaitu tbe conductor received an 
answer to hu inquiry staling that, no 
chocks had been sold on passes. 
He had sold but six checks for seats m tho 
parlor car and they were dll to peivons hold¬ 
ing or claiming to hold ticket* for which they 
had paid. Just here I will explain,” con¬ 
tinued the official, “that two kinds of parlor 
coach check* are issued—one for those who 
purchase regular travelers* tickets and the 
other for persons riding on passes who have 
to pay extra for parlor-car *eats. Thu con¬ 
ductor returned to the car and explained to 
Mr. Barrett that he could not accept the 
check presented by him unless it was accom¬ 
panied by a purchased ticket. Barrett still 
claimed that be had pah) for the check; that 
ha had given the agent a $5 bill and had re¬ 
ceived the parlor-car check and an accident 
insurance policy and $4 in change. Tho 
roal facts, as revealed by an investigation nt 
tho Cincinnati ticket office , are that, Mr. 
Barrett purchased two accident insur¬ 
ance policies at fifty cems each, as 
tbe stubs in tbe book clearly show. 
Tbe ticket agent also gave him a parlor-car 
check, on hi* assurance that he had a first- 
elas* ticket in nis pocket. If be had been re 
quired to show his para the check would not 
have been iraued, but he said the train was 
about to start and be was iu a great burry. 
The conductor told him that the easiest way 
out of tbe trouble was to pay him fifty cent* 
for the chair, lor which be Would give him a 
receipt, and he could present It to the officers 
of tbe road at Louisville ami collect tbe 
money back if it should prov»? to be wrong¬ 
fully exacted of him. This Mr. Barrett, de¬ 
clined to do, and refused to take a seat iu tbe 
regular passenger couch unless compelled by 
lorce. After urging lmu to either pay for 
the chair or walk quietly in to the ladles’ 
car, the conductor iuionned him tbut ho 
would have to remove him, aud when he de¬ 
clined this proposition also the conduct¬ 
or took hold of his arm, when be 
seized bold of the chair, and said be 
would not go until forco was used. 
Thereupon Mr. Barrett’s friends assured him 
that the mere fact of the conductor taking 
hold of his arm wa* sufficient to prove that 
force had been used, aud advised him to go 
out quietly, which he did. and u as given a 
comtortable scat in Lhe ladies’ coach. After 
be left tbo parlor car one of hi* friends called 
attention to his valine, and the porter took it 
to him and asked him if it was bi». He re¬ 
plied that ho uidn t know anything about it. 
and the porter left it at his side. When the 
train reached the depot at East Louisville 
the porter discovered an overcoat in the par¬ 
lor car, nnd. on inquiring for an owner, was 
told that it belonged to Barrett. The porter 
went in pursuit of tho passengers who wore 
entering the vehicle*, and, finding Barrett, 
asked him if it w*s hi* coat. Barrett replied 
that be didn't know anything about it, 
just as be bad done in tho cose of 
tbe valise, and declined to receive it. 
Tbe pirter took the cunt to tho baggago-room 
aud left it there for safe keeping until it wa* 
called for. When it was learned vesterday.i 
througa tho newspaper, that Mr. Barrett 
had stopped at tbe Louisville Hotel, tho coat 
wa» belli there to him. but tue messenger was 
informed that be had left tho city. Air. Bar¬ 
rett never made anr complaint to the of¬ 
ficers of the road concerning tbe matter, and 
the first they ueard of it was tlir«>ugb tbo 
announcement that suit had been brought, 
lie pencsied in calling hi* ttq> pa**, a first- 
class ticket, which was really tue mistake 
that caused the trouble. Conductor Ramp, 
wno had charge of tbe train, is very gcntlo- 
nmulv in his deportment and has Le-n v»*rv 
successful in avoiding difficulties. Lie is just 
as lenumt as his duties permit him to be, und 
no complaint ha* ever beeu lodged ugamst 
him.’* _ _
